This is all that should be asked, and 
that being granted by existing regulations and orders, no 
modification of them, upon the subject at issue, is deemed

A STRANGE AFFAIR AT WEST POINT. 


Ay extraordinary affair occurred ‘at’ the “Military 
Academy, and one that is rendered still more extraor- 
dinary by two totally different theories of it, -The 
admitted facts are that on the morning of April 6, at 
reveille, colored Cadet Johnson C. Whittaker did not 
appear, and accordingly the officer of the day sent one 
of the guard to his room in the barracks to ascertain the 
cause. Whenthe guard entered the room everything 
was in confusion, and Cadet Whittaker was lying 
apparently nearly unconscious and covered with bleod, 
on the floor, with his feet tied to his iron bedstead, his 
hands bound, and his head resting on apillow. The 
pillow was saturated with blood, there were splashes of 
blood on the floor, and the night clothing of the.cadet _ 
was also covered with blood. An Indian club.near the 
bed was also stained with blood. The guard summoned ~° 
the officer of the day, and Whittaker was released from 
his fastenings and laid upon the bed. He talked inco- . 
herently, as if frightened and in pain. The hospital 
surgeon was sent for, Gen Schofield and Commandant -‘ 
Lazelle were notified, and all three were soon in Cadet 
Whittaker’s room. He was found able to talk freely, 
and told a reporter the following story : 

‘‘East night, immediately after tattoo, I retired, and 
had been asleep some time when I was awakened, I 
think, soon after 2 a. M., by the moving of the latch ‘on 
the door of my room. ‘The door is never locked. - At / 
first I thought. the noise might ‘have been occasioned by 
the wind against the hall window. I listened for a, 
moment, and then fell into a doze, when I was again 
suddenly awakened by some one jumping right on me.: ’ 
I looked sharp, and there-were’three men inall. Two 
of them were attired in dark clothing, .and the third had 
ona light gray suit; all .wore black maske. I drew 
back my arm to strike the man who had jumped on me, ~ 
and I partially raised in the bed in the <a Then 
I was seized by the throat and choked until I was almost 
suffocated, and I was algo struck on, the left temple and 
on the nose with something hard, the man who dealt 
the blow shouting to me: ‘If you don't be still you will 
be a dead man; don’t you holler.’ I.was completel 
overpowered. One of the men then said: ‘ Let’s mar 
him like they do hogs down South.’ And then, with 
what I think was a knife, they cut off the lower end of : 
my left ear and slit the lobe of my right. ear. once or 
twice. Next they began to tie my feet. I kicked as— 
hard asI could, and one of them exclaimed: ‘ Don’t’ 
you kick, or I will cut you; ’ and he did stick my feet 
twice. At this time the small man: dressed in a gray 
suit said to one of the others: ‘Look out; don’t hurt 
him; see how he bleeds; take my handkerchief and 
put it around his wounds.’ The handkerchief was 
applied as suggested, but afterwards taken away.’ They 
then tied my feet and my hands with strips. of white, 
cross belts, and laid me on the floor with my feet toward 
the bed in the little alcove you see there, and my head 
toward the wall. Next they tied my feet to the iron 
bedstead. I asked them if they wouldn’t place a pillow. 
under my head, and they did. Again they. told me 
not to holler, and one said: ‘ Now let’s leave,’ and they: 
passed quietly out of the room. After they left I tried 
hard to gnaw the straps from my hands with my teeth 
without success. I cried, but not very loud: ‘Help! 
help!’ but got no answer. I did not dare to shout loud 
for fear of more harm from them. I think I must have 
lain there three hours before reveille, and was.in a 
stupor from blows received. I don’t know whe could 
have done this thing. I didn’t know that I had an 
enemy. Ithink I could recognize at least one of the 
men by his clothing. I tried to pull his mask off, but 
he jerked back. About a yeur ago I got a note on 
which was written ‘Look out!’ I don’t know where 
it came from. Last Sunday I found a sealed envelope 
in my room and, opening it, found a note inside, which 
read as follows : 

‘Look out; keep awake. You will be fixed, A Faw.’ 


‘‘T paid no attention to the first note of a year ago, 
nor did I pay any attention to the warning of Sunday. 
I felt bad this morning, but am better now. I guess I 
will-come out all right.” 

But another account, in the N. Y. Herald, giving 
substantially the same facts as those already recorded, 
declares that the whole affair is simply a bold, reckless, 
and yet puerile attempt at imposition—that Whittaker 
wounded himself, and that the commanding officers so 
believe. This is its description of the scene when the 


post surgeon arrived : 

‘¢Meantime Dr. Alexander was not idle in his efforts 
to diagnose the case. ‘ What’s the matter, Whittaker 7 
he asked, after untying his limbs, the fastenings com- 
prising strips cut from a waist belt.

After hearing this brief statement, Dr. Alexandet 
had Whittaker taken to the hospital, or rather had him 
walk there, and then, pursuant to the direction of Gen. 
Schofield, had him stripped and thoroughly examined. 
The result of this examination was that not a bruise was 
found on him. It was further ascertained that his nose 
had not bled, as he stated. ‘ You are not hurt; youcan , 
go on duty,” said the Doctor, and Whittaker at once re- 
paired to his quarters and put in an appearance at.the

GENERAL SHERMAN ON PAVEMENTS. 


It is characteristic of General Sherman that he cannot 
write On any subject, no matter how hackneyed, with- 
out doing so in the most striking, vigorous, and pic- 
turesque way. There is no better test of intellectual 
activity, and of a mind always bright and alert, than 
this. This is a point to which we called attention 
during the war, and time only confirms it. An answer 
to an ordinary invitation or an endorsement of an official 
paper in his hands becomes transmuted to something 
worth reading for its own sake. Here, for example, is 
an extract from a letter that he hurries off to Mr. 
Doelittle, of Dlinois, about the dry and well-worn sub-

Tue ‘‘ Massachusetts Humane Society ” has adopted a new 
die for future awards for heroic conduct in preserving life. 
The first three impressions of the die are on view in Boston. 
The medals are of gold, weighing five ounces and a half each. 
The obverse of one has running around the raised rim, “ En- 
sign Lovell K. Reynolds, U. 8. N.—1879;” and enclosed in 
an ornate wreath of oak and olive branches, in relief, with a 
fouled anchor at the point of intersection of their stems, is 
the inscription ‘‘ For his brave and heroic conduct in rescuing 
the crew of the bark Olivo, at sea, on the 24th November.” 
The reverse bears the name and arms of the society. The 
gallant conduct of Ensign Reynolds will be remembered. He 
was attached to the Constellation, and in a letter from Capt. 
Wilson, commanding the flagship Trenton, written at Toulon, 
France, Feb. 3, 1880, and addressed to the Secretary of the 
Navy, the following account is given of his gallant conduct : 

Ensign Reynolds had charge of the first whale-boat and 
was the only one who communicated with the bark. . . . 
After making two trips and bringing to the Constellation nine 
of the crew of the Odivo, he volunteered to return and bring 
off the three men remaining on the bark. Before leaving in 
the last boat I directed Mr. Reynolds either to scuttle or fire 
the bark to secure her sinking, as she was in the track of 
vessels and dangerous above water. Owing to the heavy sea 
running, Ensign Reynolds could not go —y side the bark, 
but jamped overboard, swam to the vessel, fired her in two 
places, swam back to his boat again, and returned to the Con- 
stellation with the last of the crew of the Olivo. 

At a meeting of the Washington branch of the Naval In- 
stitute, held Monday evening, April 5, an interesting paper 
on “The Important Naval Actions of Twenty Years” was 
read by Lieut. Edward W. Very, U.S. Navy. The essay was 
listened to with interest by the professional and other persons 
present. Lt. Very hasin the press of John Wiley and Son, a 
work on the ‘‘ Principal Naval Battles of the Last Twenty 
Years, 1860-1880.” It is divided into sections discussing the 
subjects of the ‘“‘ bombardment of earth works ; bombard- 
ment of masonry forts ; passage of forts ; dashes ; deliberate 
general actions ; ironclads against wooden vessels; duels.” 
It will make an octavo volume of five or six hundred pages, 
and will be illustrated with cuts of guns, projectiles, vessels, 
etc.

A Yanxton despatch, of April 4, says: Last night, at 12 
o'clock, the jury, in the tobacco case against Indian Agent 
Livingston returned a verdict of not guilty. This case has 
occupied the attention of the court for twen‘y-four days, and 
was supposed to be the etrongest action the Government had 
against the defendant. A Government witness named 
French, who preceded Livingston as agent, admitted on the 
witness stand that he had been appointed to a clerkship in 
the Indian Office at Washington to enable him to draw pay 
while here as a witness. 

Lieut. Oscar F. Lona, of the 5th Infantry, with an escort 
of seven mounted men, lately, by command of Gen. Miles, ac- 
companied a small surveying party, who, guided by the scout 
‘*Yellowstone Kelly,” were laying out the route of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad from the Little Missouri to the Yellow- 
stone. Probably the Yellowstone will be struck at Cabin 
Creek or O'Fallon’s Creek. It is promised that the rails over 
this section shall be down by Sept. 1. One of the party 
writes some interesting accounts to the New York Times. 
The surveying party was accompanied for a day or two by 
Gen. Davidson, colonel of the 2d Cavalry, who, with Mrs. 
and Miss Davidson, and a cavalry company, was encountered 
at Yellowstoue, returning to headquarters at Fort Custer, 
after inspecting the post of his regiment at Fort Keogh. The 
magnificent scenery and the fierce storms and cold of winter 
divided the attention of the travellers. Lieut. Wheeler, of 
the 11th, with a detachment of his regiment from Custer was 
also encountered. He was scouting for hostiles, and “had 
passed that morning through a herd of several hundred 
buffalo, and near a herd of antelope covering densely fully 
100 acres.” It waa found that the Yellowstone Valley “ pre- 
sents this peculiar feature to railroad surveyors, that where 
it is good for their purposes it is excellent, and where it is 
poor it is execrable”—in that respect, we may parenthetically 
remark, resembling the little girl, of nursery fame, who had 
a little curl right in the middle of her forehead. At Ellis, 
Feb. 26, the party were hospitably entertained by General 
Alexander, lieut.-colonel of the 2d cavalry, commanding the 
post. Fort Keogh was reached on March 12. The actual 
staking out of the railroad route will probably be undertaken 
this month. 

“ Our Country’s Defenders” organized an encampment for 
Iowa, at Cedar Rapids, March 30. There are encampments 
of this organization in several States, all composed of 
honorably discharged soldiers, a requisite for membership. 

Tue sad death, at San Francisco, of Mrs. Belloc, daughter 
of General Washington Seawell, of the Army, has been 
the cause of much comment in Army circles. The cruel 
treatment which this lady received at the hands of her hus- 
band and which drove her to self destruction, while almost 
beyond belief is still tolerably well established. Belloc is a 
Frenchman, who succeeded some years since in winning the 
affections of Miss Seawell. General Seawell, who idolized 
his daughter, was deeply grieved at the marriage of his 
daughter, for he could not approve of her choice, but he 
gave his consent to it. It was not long before Mr. Belloc 
commenced to not only neglect, but to shockingly abuse his 
young wife. A child was born, and while it was still a baby 
he tore it from its mother and carried it to France. While 
living a shameless life with a mistress in San Francisco, he 
accused his wife of crimes of a revolting character, which 
could never be substantiated and which no one ever believed 
were even thought of by Mrs. Belloc. After this he returned 
to his wife and persuaded her to resume her marital relations 
with him, which she did under the solemn promise that her 
child should be restored to her. But all the promises made 
to her were ignored, and she was threatened with the publi- 
cation of statements that would be deeply mortifying to a 
sensitive woman, and iu utter despair she took a dose of hy- 
drate of chloral that put an end to Ler sorrowful life. Gen. 
Seawell is a crushed and broken old man, and he will receive 
the heartfelt sympathies of his old Army associates. Mr. 
Belloc will hereafter find his position in San Francisco an 
unenviable one, even if he is permitted to remain there 


at all.

Wsex Admiral Reynolds, who died a few months ago, was 
in command of the Asiatic squadron he went to Siam on the 
Tennessee, and was able to do a favor for the young king, 
now about to visit Europe and America. Admiral Reynolds 
and his wife dined with the king, and Mrs. Reynolds was the 
first foreign woman who ever ate with him. As a souvenir 
of her visit to Bangkok the king gave her a very large album 
filled with interesting pictures. 

GENERAL James L. Reynowps, a brother of the late Admiral 
William Reynolds, U. 8. N., and General John F. Reynolds, 
of Gettysburg memory, died in Philadelphia, April 5. In his 
youth he was intended for West Point, but his brother, John 
F., was sent instead, and he took to the law, in which branch 
he was highly distinguished. He was Quartermaster-General 
of Pennsylvania, under Governor Curtin, during the carly 
part of the war, and served for some time as a private soldier 
with the “‘emergency men.” He was a man of great literary 
attainments, a minute student of history, and a genial and 
benevolent gentleman. 

Perer J. Broas, a participant in the battle of New Orleans, 
died recently at New Stamford, at the age of ninety-eight. 
He was somewhat of a character, and claimed that it was the 
bullet from his musket which killed General Pakenham.

Lieutenant Reed's experience 
in military signalling at Fort Whipple, Va., and other places, 
makes his work worthy of close attention, and its clear, prac- 
tical, and condensed form should commend it to the con- 
siderate attention of the authorities.

Tue House Committee on Pensions recommend the increase 
of Gen. Ward B. Burnett's pension from $30 to $72 a month, 
on the ground of his distinguished military services, his ad- 
vanced age and feeble state of health. 

CommoporE Epw. Barrett, whose death we reported last 
week, entered the Navy as a midshipman at an earlier age 
than any officer except Farragut. His loving family had 
fitted him out with everything for his comfort, and when he 
reported on board he brought with him a trunk whose size 
was the envy and the admiration of his fellow middies. Of 
course they very soon explored its depth, but, fortunately for 
the incipient Commodore, the clothes were too small to fit any 
of his comrades, and he was left in undisturbed possession. 
Commodore Barrett married an Italian lady, who, for some 
reason, never came to this country with him, and his children 
by her, are, we believe, in Italy. He has also left two children in 
New York, one a girlof eight and the other a boy two or three 
years old. He left no property. He died of cirrhosis of the 
liver. The Commodore's funeral services took place on Satur- 
day, April 3, at St. Joseph's Roman Catholic Churoh, 6th 
avenue, New York, where a solemn requiem mass for the re- 
pose of his soul was said at eleven o’clock. A detachment of 
sailors from the receiving ship Colorado carried the body 
from the hearse into the church, followed by the dead Com- 
modore’s most intimate friends, and the pall-bearers, who 
were Rear-Admiral Trenchard, Commodore Creighton, Capt. 
Gherardi, Capt. McCrea, Dr. Williams, and Naval Construc- 
tor Boush. The other naval officers in attendance were 
Rear-Admiral Glisson, Commander Cotton, Capt. Meade, Dr. 
Winslow, Lieut.~-Commander Chadwick, Lieut. Perkins, Lieut. 
Derby, Master Marshall, Passed Assistant Engineer McGee, 
Lieut. Impey, Midshipman Constant, Ensign Rogers, Mid- 
shipman Cahoon, Lieut. Stockton, and Cadet Engineer 
Bowers. Rossi's mass in requiom was sung by the choir, and 
abrief sermon was preached by Father Salter. After the 
services the lid of the coffin was removed, and those present 
Were permitted to take a last look at the features of the dead 
officer, which were as natural as in life. Several beautiful 
floral tributes were placed on the bier. Oommodore Barrett's 
body was buried in the Cemetery of the Holy Cross, at Flat- 
bush.

Tae New London (Oonn.) Telegram of April 2, says: “In 
going aboard the steamer City of New York Thursday even- 
ing, to take passage for New York, Mrs. Commodore Rudd 
fell from the forward gang plank into the water. Her son 
(son-in-law), Ensign Braunersreuther, of the Minnesota, was 
at her side when she feil, and he immediately sprang into the 
stream and seized her and kept her afloat until some of the 
boat hands lowered a ladder by which she was drawn up to 
the wharf. In falling Mrs. Rudd struck her head upon the 
plank, it is supposed, for she was unconscious when in the 
water, and but for the timely assistance rendered her she 
would have drowned. She was conveyed to the office of the 
steamboat company, where restoratives were administered, 
and thence to her home. To-day she suffered from nervous 
prostration, but not to an extent that will debar her from 
again attempting to-night the journey so unpleasantly in- 
terrupted last evening.” The escape of Mrs. Rudd was a 
very narrow one, only the intrepidity and rare presence of 
mind of Ensign Braunersreuther saving her from being 
carried under the paddle-wheels of the steamer. Her many 
friends will be glad to hear that she is rapidly recovering 
from the shock to her nervous system. 

A Saur Lake City despatch of April 2 says: “ Capt. 
Western, who was wounded in an encounter with Dr. 
Le Compte, growing out of a trifling and unintentional breach 
of social etiquette by the latter, is considered out of danger ; 
but a section of bone near the shoulder having been re- 
moved, his left arm will be useless.” According to the 
report in the Salt Lake Tribune, when the two men were dis- 
covered after the encounter Western was lying on the ground 
with Le Compte holding a pistol over him. It appears that 
while Dr. Le Compte was dining with one of the officers 
at the post on Monday, March 22, one of the ladies at the 
table made a remark to him, conveying an impression in 
which she was mistaken, but which nevertheless, if true, 
would call for an apology. The matter which, at the best, of 
a trifling nature, was settled by the doctor very politely pre- 
senting his request for pardon, and the company went on 
chatting, not one of the guests dreaming that the least 
offence had been taken. Meeting the doctor next day, Capt. 
Western demanded that an apology be made to the lady. 
This the doctor declined, asserting that he had been guilty of 
no offence. Thursday following he received this note: 

Fort Doveias, Ma*ch 25, 1889. 
Dr. E. D. Le Compte, Acting Assistant Surgeon: 


Str. Yesterday you promised me that an apol should be 
made the lady within twenty-four hours. It has not n: Ergo, 
you are a liar, and it shall be my uopleasant duty to stigmatize 

‘ou as such on in occasions, if within six hours an apology 
is not made the lady and myself.

This was followed by the encounter on Friday, March 26, 
the story of which is told by the Tribune as follows : 


Dr. Le Compte left his quarters shortly before 10 o'clock and 
was ag along what is known as “ officers’ row,” when he 
saw Capt. Western coming out of his residence. Almost imme- 
diately after he noticed the doctor coming toward him, he returned 
to the house and quickly came out again. The supposition of the 
doctor was that the captain had returned for bis pistol, and such 
would seem to be the case. The two advanced towards each other 
until they met, when Dr. Le Compte addressed his adversary in 
the words, ‘‘ Capt. Western, who made you guardian and sponser 
for Mrs. —— ?’ The answer was, as some say, ‘I took it upon 
myself,’ and others have it, ‘* None of your —— businees.”” At 
all events the words was scarcety spoken before Capt. Western 
sprang back a few fect and reached for hie revolver in his hi 
pocket. The intention of the doctor was to settle the matter wit 
the fists, but the retreating movement of his opponent prevented 
him from reaching him before the revolver was @rawn. All that 
remained, therefor3, was for him to draw his own pistol, which 
was in the overcoat pocket. Both men were ready about the same 
moment—the doctor, however, getting the drop. Both men fired 
at the same time and both shots took effect. The doctor fired 
twice more, one ball missing and the other hitting. The shot from 
Capt. Western’s revolver struck his adversary on the little finger 
of his right hand, in which the pistol was held, passed aiong the 
arm, inflicting a flesh wound, and pierced his outer clothing, 
grazed his side, and dropped into his boot. The doctor’s two 
shots were more serious. One caught the captain near the 
shoulder joint, breaking his arm. He then evidently turned his 
side to his adversary, and the next shot caught him on the right 
side, near the small of the back. As he fell he dropped ‘his 
revo:ver, but, fall of game, he reached out for it with the inten- 
tion of ending the conflict one way or another. His movement 
was stopped by the doctor’s movin np to him, holding his pistol 
over the man, and telling him that if he picked up his revolver he 
would shoot him dead. ‘Yon have broken my arm,” cried the 
prostrate man, evidently as a reason why he could not get his 
revolver. ‘‘ And you,” replied the doctor, ‘have shot me through 
the body.”’ Having procured the captain’s revolver, he laid it, 
together with his own, aside, and advancing to the wounded man, 
volunteered assistance, This was declined by the captain, and 
nothing of a surgical nature was done until the arrival of Dr. 
Hamilton, who had been sent for. He found it necessary to 
remove a part of the humerus of the right arm, and about four 
inches of the bone was taken out. Dr. Benedict soon after arrived, 
and being the captain’s r2guiar doctor, superseded his brother 
physician. Investigation showed tbat the bone would need to be 
taken out and that the arm would be usclees in the fature. The 
other wound, in the side, is by far the more serious, however, and 
ite effects can not yet be judged. The ball passed through the 
body, we understand, inflicting what the physicians admit to be a 
very dangerous wound. Dr. Le Compte is only slightly injured, 
and will experience no inconvenience beyond the loss of his little 
finger. His remark that he was shot through the body was 
prompted by his believing such was the case.

Samuzy L. GouveRNEuR, grandson of James Monroe, the 
fifth President of the United States, died at Washington, 
Monday, April 5. He was born at Washington in 1828, and 
he was appointed a 2d Lieutenant of the 4th Artillery on the 
8th of March, 1847. He served with his regiment during the 
last year of the Mexican war, and he was brevetted for gal- 
lant conduct at the battles of Contreras and Churubusco on 
the 20th of August, 1847. He resigned his position in the 
Army on the 31st of May, 1849, and, soon after, he was ap- 
pointed to a clerkship in one of the auditor's offices of the 
Treasury Department. During Mr. Buchanan's administra- 
tion he was consul at one of the ports in China, returning 
from there in 1862. For many years Mr. Gouverneur had 
been in exceedingly delicate health, and his death was not 
unexpected. He leaves a wife and three daughters who are 
well known and universally admired in Washington society. 
He will be buried at Frederick, Maryland, where he lived for 
some time. 

A CORRESPONDENT at Fort Custer, Montana, under date of 
March 24, gives us au interesting account of affairs there. 
He says: ‘‘In so large a post there are not a sufficient num- 
ber of troops for the various duties they have to perform, 
and though the mercury has been 40 deg. below freezing, 
the companies of the 2d Cavalry are out scouting after In- 
dians most of the time, by order of the District Commander.

Invitations were sent last week, by General and Mrs. David- 
son, for a party given to their youngest daughter, Miss 
Lettie, on the 19th of this mouth. A delightful evening was 
enjoyed by all present, and the excellent music was aecom- 
panied by dancing until morning. Among those present were 
Col. Townsend, 11th Inf.; Gen. Thomas, Paymaster; Capt. 
and Mrs. Mix; Col. and Mrs. Conrad; Capt. Sanderson and 
his stepdaughter, Miss Townsend; Capt. and Miss Whelan ; 
Lieut. and Mrs. Hoppin (General Davidson's oldest daugh- 
ter); Mrs. Capt. Read; Lieut. and Mrs. Heistand; Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith ; Lieuts. Wheeler, Lewis, and Coale. The supper 
was very tasteful in a double sense. The 2d Cavalry band 
furnished admirable music.” 

Gen. Gzorce P. Burwt, Colonel commanding the 15th 
Infantry, sends to Adjutant-General Townsend, from his 
headquarters at Fort Wingate, N. M., a vigorous protest 
against the bill now pending in Congress for the restoration 
of Capt. John W. Eckles, late of his regiment, who was dis- 
missed Aug. 23, 1877. The regimental records, he says, 
show that Capt. Eckles is unfit to command young men of 
honor, for he was dismissed for attempting to bribe the Post 
Council of Administration of Fort Wingate, while Post Com- 
mander. ‘‘When young men come into the Army,” writes 
Gen. Buell, “either from civil life or from West Point, they 
expect, above all things, to find their captains men of high 
tone and honor, Should Capt. Eckles be reinstated no young 
officer could sa regard him, knowing the records as. they 
stand. He cannot plead youth, inexperience, or mjustice. 
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His act was a deliberate attempt to do wrong, and he should 
have suffered the consequences which he did. I arm proud of 
my regiment, and particularly of all the fine young material 
of which it is now composed. A soldier should value his 
honor above his life. The tone of the Army cannot be kept 
up if such men are to be restored. I make this appeal in 
behalf of my regiment, earnestly hoping the bill may not 
pass.” Gen. Buell then appends the Court-martial record, 
showing that Capt. Eckles, about three years ago, was com- 
victed of making a proposition to ist Lieut. W. T. Hartz, 
who had been detailed as a member of the Post Council, to 
cast his vote for Mr. J. L. Johnson as Post Trader, saying‘ 
**I know he will give $1,000 for a vote,” and adding that he 
himself wanted a share of it. ‘The whole case was published 

n the Journnat of Aug. 25, 1877. We should say that Gen. 
Buell’s earnest protest would decidedly injure Capt. Eckles’s 
chances of reinstatement. He was found guilty of the 
charges of ‘“‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man,” and ‘‘ Conduct to the préjudice of good order,” etc. 
Lieut.-Col. N. A. M. Dudley was president of the court.

Tue Washington correspondent of the Brooklyn Eagle 
says: “ The Senate has rejected the nomination of Jouett to 
be a commodore in the Navy on the ground that his pro:mo- 
tion jumps him over the heads of too many deserving men.

Instead of towing his captures into port he would drive a 
hole in their sterus and let them sink. Hence he never 
received any prize money. Torter and English are now 
luxsuriating on the proceeds of their reprisals, but Jouett 
nover got a cent. He had the entire batch of captains to 
contend with, but he is a brave fellow and entitled to some 
sort of compensation, as is acknowledged by eyen his 
enemies.” 

Captain Henry WI11s0n, late in command of the Trenton, 
left Havre in the steamer Labrador for the United States on 
March 27. Lieut. Colby, late of the same vessel, returns by 
the Labrador to the United States. 

Tux Senate Committee on Military Affairs, April 6, reported 
back for reference to the Judiciary Committee the resolution 
proposing to return to Mrs. Rouena Guedalla, of London, 
three very valuable swords, formerly belonging to General 
Twiggs, confiscated by General Butler at the surrender of 
New Orleans and deposited in the Treasury.

Under date Aug. 26, 1874, from Prospect Park Hotel, Cats- 
kill, a letter from Admiral Porter to Wetmore contains the 
following clause: ‘‘ I recommend that you allow and pay the 
$100 this month. I will make it up to you ‘in orders,’ so you 
will lose nothing in the end.” A second letter from the same 
place, dated three days later, states that Mrs. Wetmore ex- 
pects to leave for San Francisco with her doctor (second hus- 
band), and asks Wetmore to send the $100, which will be the 
last he would ask bim to send. A letter claimed to be from 
Mrs. Wetmore to Porter was offered for identification, but 
the Admiral denied that he had ever seen it. It is dated 
Dec. 19, 1873, and refers to ‘the arrangement you have so 
kindly induced him to make,” and which could be left in 
Admiral Porter’s hands. It is signed ‘‘ With much love, very 
sincerely, yours, Rosatiz W.” The case was concluded by 
a verdict for Admiral Porter. 

Gen. Insopen, the ex-Confederate cavalry leader, who 
represents a large number of northern capitalists, has pur- 
chased forty-two thousand acres of mining land in Scott 
county, Va., at fifty-five cents an acre. 

Commopore Mantunop Bey, of the Turkish Navy, better 
known as Capt. Chas. Willson Manthrop, R. N., died at Con- 
stantinople, March 9, of pneumonia. He was the right hand 
man of Admiral Hobart Pasha during the war of 1877, and 
took an active part in the blockade of the Black Sea.

ARMY PROMOTIONS. 

Aw officer of the Army sends us the following extract 
from the Atlanta Constitution : 

There isa movement on foot in Army circles, and 
one which must attract the sympathies of all who de- 
sire to maintain the efficiency of that branch of the pub- 
lic service, to secure congressional action in regard to 
the construction of the existing law providing for a 
system of promotion in the line of the Army. The 
principle of promotion established for the Army is set 
forth in section 1204 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides that promotions in the line shall be made 
through the whole Army in its several lines in artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry respectively. That Congress in- 
tended to define and provide for lineal promotion is 
also made apparent by an act approved June 18, 1878, 
the second section of which provides that inevery official 
Army Register hereafter issued, the lineal rank of all 
officers of the line of the Army shall be given separately 
for the different arms of the service. Unfortunately for 
the line of the Army, the law in regard to promotion, 
promulgated in the Revised Statutes, did not repeal 
that portion of the old law of March 30, 1814, which 
authorized the War Department to settle promotions 
agreeably to the then existing rules which are to be 
found in the Army Regulations of 1813, and which 
provide for regimental promotion up to the grade of 
captain. 

here is no doubt that it was the intention of Con- 
gress, as it isthe spirit of the latter law, to establish the 
principle of lineal promotion in every grade and branch 
of the Army service; but this principle has been also- 
gether violated in the case of lieutenants of the line, 
the promotion of these offices now being regimental. It 
is easy to see how unjust the ruling of promotion of 
lieutenants in the line may be made, and it is this in- 
justice which Congress is asked to cure by providing 
that promotion shall hereafter take place throughout 
the artillery, cavalry, and infantry from grade to grade, 
according to seniority of commissions in the respective 
arms, as now established for the grades of colonel, 
lieutenant-colonel, and major. 

Under the present system promotions are accidental 
and irregular, and not according to either seniority or 
service, and it needs no argument to show that the 
system is unjust. A few facts and figures will better 
illustrate the iniustice. In the artillery service, 1st 
Lieut. John McGillen, of the 2d Regiment, is senior, 
and yet since January, 1879, he has been jumped by 
four lieutenants who are his juuiors. If the next va- 
cancy should occur in the 4th Artillery, Lieut. Storey 
would jump over the heads of seven oflicers who 
to-day rank him as first lieutenants. In the cavalry, 
since the issue of the Army Register of 1879, one senior 
lieutenant has been jumped by nineteen junior heu- 
tenants. If the next vacancy among the captains of 
cavalry should occur in the 4th Regiment, Lieut. Shoe- 
maker, under the present system of regimental promo- 
tion, would jump over forty-seven officers who are his 
seniors as ist lieutenants. In like manner under the 
present system, if the next vacancy occurs among the 
captains in the 15th Regiment Lieut. Stafford would 
jump over one hundred and twenty officers who are 
his seniors. 

Now, a system in which neither service nor date of 
commission counts, seems to us to be grossly unjust to 
the lieutenants of the Army. It is a system, too, cal- 
culated to promote discontent, and it is to be hoped that 
Congress, when the matter is brought to the attention of 
that body, will at once provide for promotions from 











grade to grade for all officers of the line in each arm 
of the service. °

The piece was | f 


then bored out from the muzzle end, and the bore en- 
larged from ten inches to thirteen inches in diameter. 


It was then counterbored from the rear to securea P 


diameter of seventeen and one-half inches, extending' 


about four feet intothe gun. Into the bore and coun- 
terbore was screwed a low, or soft, steel tube, with a 
high steel jacket at the breech end, thus completely lin- 
ing the gun. The old trunnions were cut off and a cast- 
iron trunnion-band, having the centres of the new trun- 
nions three inches in advance of the old centres, was 
shrunk on to the gun forward of the wrought iron rein- 
forced-band for the purpose of gaining an advantage in 
equipose, This cast-iron trunnion band is secured by 
locking-rings forward, and sheering-pins through the 
trunnions. The system of breech closure is the ‘‘ slotted 
screw.” The screw box is an enlarged continuation of 
the chamber of the gun to face of muzzle, and is closed 
by a high steel breech or plug threaded to fit the threads 
in the screw box; alternate sections, 60 deg. each, are 
slotted out longitudinally in both plug and screw-bex, 
so that, instead of screwing in the plug, it easily slides 
in, the threaded sections on the plug eee in the clear- 
ances of the screw box. A turn of the plug 60 deg. to 
the right, easily accomplished, engages the threads of 
both plug and screw box. With the plug in place, the 
gun is closed, and, if charged, ready for firing ; if the 
plug is out, it is ready for loading, which is done by first 
inserting the projectile and then the powder cartridge. 
The gas check is the Broadwell ring. To support the 
plug when out of the gun, a bronze tray is hinged on 
the lower part of the face of the breech. The plug is 
drawn out into it by a quick-pitch screw, and then both 
plug and tray swing around to one side, clear of the 
bore, allowing the gunners to load the piece from the 
rear. To close the breech again after loading, the tray, 
with plug upon it, is swung round back to place, bring- 
ing the plug in position for entering; by a light move- 
ment of the wrist, making three turns of the quick-pitch 
screw, the plug is entered into the screw box, and the 
necessary 60 degrees to eogage the threads is accom- 
plished by three turns of a crank working in‘a lever arm 
on the breech plug, and turning the arm by means of a 
rack and pinion. 


Tue New Arorio Exprprrion.—The House, Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs has reported the bill to authorize 
anew Arctic Expedition, and we may hope that the 
Guinare, if unable to do for America what the Vega has 
done for Europe, will yet make worthy and substantial 
additions to our scientific and googepel knowledge. 
The bill in question authorizes the President to establish 
a temporary station at some point of the 81 deg. of 








north latitude, on or near the shore of Lady Franklin’ 


Bay, ‘‘for purposes of scientific observation and ex- 
ploration, and to develop or discover new whaling 
grounds.” The persons who compose the expedition 
are to be officers and men who are already in the service 
of the United States, and who are willing to enlist for 
the special purpose. They are not to exceed fifty in 
number, and they are to use any public vessel or vessels 
that may be suitable for transporting them to the sta- 
tion named, together with their needful supplies, and 
‘for such other duty in connection with said station as 
may be from time to time required.” Authority is 
further given to the President to accept the steamship 
Gulnare, wkich is offered for the purpose by Captain 
H. W. Howgate, and which is said to be peculiarly 
well fitted for the purpose, and to fit her out at the cost 
of the Government. ‘The nearest approach to finding a 
northwest passage has been, as is well known, that 
which left two hundred miles to be traversed on the ice. 
Whether the Guinare will be more fortunate of course 
remains to be seen. But the current belief of experts 
is adverse to such a probability. That scepticism 
should grow up as a fruit of repeated failure is no 
more than natural. Yet we may fairly keepin mind 
that during the hundreds of yeurs that have rolled away 
since the first attempt to sail round the northern shore of 
Europe was made, that achievement was thought as un- 
likely as the ‘penetration of a northwest pi c is 
deemed now. Each added experience, although its 
record ended in failure, made Pallender and his com- 
panions more likely to succeed. They knew more than 
anybody who had tried to do the same thing before 
them; and this, we suppose, may be said with equal 
truth of those who, if the pending measure becomes a 
law, are to sail in the G@ulnare.—N. Y. Hvening 
Post. . 


Mr. Donatp Currix, the manager of the Castle line 
of steamers to the Cape of Good Hope, fills Broad Ar- 
row ‘‘ with both surprise and sorrow,” by the informa- 
tion that there are certainly not; more than eign 
steamers in the British mercantile marine which fu 
all the Admiralty conditions of being able among other 
things, to steam over twelve knots an hour. The great 
majority are what are known as nine-knot boats. In 
other words, they are great cargo carriers, and proceed 
on the ‘‘slow but sure” principle. But%it is brightened 
up by the reflection that, “after all, eighty vessels of 
the Kind stipulated would be an auxiliary to the Royal 
navy of the most formidable kind. The principal diffi- 
culty appears to be how to secure their iate aid 
in case of war breaking out.” Mr. James Dunn, an 
oflicer of the English Constructors’ Department, - has 
been engaged duriug the past four years in obtaining 
particulars of all the large ocean steamers registered in 
the country. He has surveyed the vessels, pointed out 
the Admiralty requirements, suggested modifications in 
the design of new vessels, and, with the aid of an in- 
telligent staff, he has prepared a list of the vessels which 
meet their views. Broad Arrow recommends further 
that the government should select certain strategical 
points, such as Ascension, Cape, Hong Kong, Sydney, 
Vancouver's Isiand, Halifax, Bermuda, etc., and keep 
at each of these a sufficient number of men of the Royel 
Marine Artillery and Infantry, with guns, magazine 








stores and fittings, torpedoes, and other such gear. 


The steamers in each trade would have their separate 
»lace of rendezvous, whither they would proceed at the 
outbreak of war to be armed and equipped as cruisers. 
Each line of steamers would serve as a station in that 
art of the world at which their place of rendezvous 
would be situated.

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THE ARMY IN CONGRESS. 


WO prominent military subjects have engaged the 

attention of Congress this week. The Senate dis- 
cussed its bill (S. 1331) to create a retired list for non- 
commissioned officers, after thirty years of honorable 
service ; the House discussed the Army Appropriation 
bill. 
Taking the former subject first, we find that the 
debate opened on the 5th with the reading of a letter 
from Adjutant-General TownskENnp, showing that forty- 
two men only would be affected by the bill, and of the 
following letter to Senator Maxey: 

KENNEBEC ARSENAL, AvGusta, Matng, } 
March 13, 1880. 5 

My Dear Maxey: Arrived here to-day on an inspec- 
tion trip and have just read your very good bill for the 
retirement of old, infirm, and worthy non-commissioned 
officers. It is needless for me to tell you that we have a 
number of most excellent non-commissioned officers in 
the Army, who have served their country faithfully in 
field and garrison, on frontier and other service, whose 
long anc honorable service justly entitles them to that 
consideration proposed by your bill. I have two now 
in mind who are eighty-three and seventy-one years old, 
and have served fifty-one and forty-three years respec- 
tively. Isincerely hope the, bill will pass without any op- 


position. ‘Yours sincerely, 
N. H. Davis, Inspector-General. 


Mr. Maxey then opened the debate for the bill, with 
Mr. Sacrspury against it, but before ‘anything of 
importance had been said, the hour expired. Next day, 
the 6th, the discussion was resumed with the reading of 
the favorable report on the bill by the Military Com- 
mittee. After reciting the existing retirement laws, this 
report declared that the proposed law would encourage 


| faithful services by non-commissioned officers, would 


encourage emulation for non-cominissioned rank, and 
would encourage the enlistment of good material for 
soldiers, because it would be felt that old age would be 


certainly provided for. 
Mr. Maxey strongly supported the bill. He said: 


The committee has with great care selected certain 
classes. Those who have served thirty years may be 
retired on application to the President, provided that 
they served fifteen years as non-commissioned officers 
next before retirement. Those who have served thirty- 
five years, and the last fifteen years of that time as 
non-commissioned officers, may be retired at the discre- 
tion of the President, without their application. Thus 
the policy of this bill is so guarded that we find in the 
letter of the Adjutant-General, which I caused to be 
read and spread upon the record yesterday, that only 
twenty-six come under the one class of the Dill and 
sixteen under the other—forty-two all told. Yet it 
was thought that the bill would create an enormous tax 
—_ the — when forty-two non-commissioned 
officers, all told, will be protected by the bill as origin- 
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ally drawn. That will be to a certain extent increased 
by reason of striking out the word ‘‘continuous” as 
recommended by the committee, because it is known 
that after the term of enlistment of a soldier is out 
sometimes it will be one month, or two months, or three 
months before they re-enlist, and that break would 

prevent the benefits of the bill from applying to many 
of the best men in the Army. By striking out the word 
‘* continuous,” with the classes still remaining at thirty 
years or thirty-five years’ service as the case may be, 
and fifteen years as a non-commissioned officer, the 
number to be benefited will still be smal!. Itis but a day 
or two ago that I gota letter from an old man with 
whom I served in Mexico. He had served in the Florida 
war. His name is Frank Rovunps, orderly sergeant of 
Captain Hansom’s company, Company E of the 7th 
Infantry in the Mexican war, At the battle of Contre- 
ras, Charging in line upon the works at ad ae Capt. 

Hansom was shot and mortally wound Rovcnps 
was in the next file behind him. I commanded the 
color company, next to the right of that company, and 
was the only commissioned ofticer left of the two com- 
panies. I directed that man, Frank Rovnps, to take 
care of his mortally wounded captain, and I took both 
companies from that point into the fight. That there 
is a taxpayer in Texas, that there is a taxpayer in this 
Union, who would refuse to furnish this small pittance 
to a man now over seventy years old, as Sergeant 
Rovnps now is, I do not believe. Notice the two cases 
put by Col. Davis, of the Inspector-General’s Depart- 
ment, in the letter read vesterday, one a man over 
eighty years old, one over seventy years old. One had 
served over fifty years and the other over forty years. 

Mr. Conxiine then made the two objections that the 
civil service ought to enjoy the same privileges, and 
that enlisted men ought to enjoy them. But Mr. 
Maxey replied that the military life gave the soldier no 
other resource, whereas civil office-holding allowed a 
man always to pursue other occupations if he liked, 
but, above all, service in risking life on the battle-field 
had always been held different, in the laws, from that 
of drawing Government pay in a civil office which so 
many are glad to get; and as to the enlisted men, the 
idea of the bill was that excellent service for thirty years 
is sure to bring non-commissioned rank to the private 
soldier, so that the case need not be considered. 

Mr. Loean then suggested that a non-commissioned 
officer’s pay, being higher than a private’s, his retired 
pay would keep him out of the Soldiers’ Home, and so 
really save so much to the Government, whereas the 
pay of the private soldier was too small to do that; 
besides, offering this boon to non-commissioned officers 
would almost surely keep them in service, and no more 
than pay the Government by the experienced men it 
retained. 

Mr. Box, bowever, thought that this thing looked like 
getting more sweat out of ‘‘the poor man’s face.” This, 
said Mr. Bzox, gloomily, ‘‘is only the entering-wedge 
toasystem. It is like all otber entering-wedges. They 
look very innocent and mild at first, but it will not be a 
week before the committee will come to us and say: 
‘All private soldiers ought to have this provision made 
for their benefit in order to keep men long in the Service 
and have them know that they are to be made com- 
fortable for life;’ and tke Naval Committee will feel 
impelled to come in and make the same demand, and, I 
admit, with a better reason for it; then the men in the 
civil service will be asking the same thing. It all looks 
to taxation, all looks to the maintenance of burdensome 
and oppressive taxation.” Then Mr. Beck remarked 
rather pathetically that ‘‘there is perhaps no more 
arduous service in the world than to serve in the Senate 
of the United States.” 

Gen. Burnsive did not take so hopelessa view. He 
said : 

The retired list created by this bill will be very small, 
as very few non-commissioned officers live to serve 
thirty or thirty-five years. These men could not have 
remained on duty and served as non-commissioned 
officers for thirty years without being good men, faith- 
ful men, industrious men, brave men; and the same 
amount of industry, faithfulness, and bravery in civil 
life would have given them competencies of some sort 
in all probability. They are unable to take care of 
themselves now ; and here we are higgling at the pas- 
sage of a law which will put probably sixty or one huo- 
dred of them on the retired list. We were not actuated 
by such feelings when the country was in danger. We 
would gladly have promised this and ten times as much, 
forty times as much, yea a thousand times as much, if 
it had been necessary to fill up our Army. I am in favor 
of the bill in all its parts, and I am in favor of extending 


it to private soldiers. 

The morning hour then expired, and the bill went 
over. 

THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

On April 6, the House took up the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, the substance of which was fully set forth in 
the Journal of last week. And it worth noting, by the 
way, that both the Army and the Navy money bills 
were this year reported without any general legislation 
to encumber them. 

Mr. ‘Crymer, of Pennsylvania, in introducing the 
debate, claimed, with justifiable pride, ‘‘ that the bill 
itself, although possibly not so large in amount in some 
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particular items, receives the unqualified support and 
approbation of the officers of the Army who are in its 
executive charge. It is a gratification that in all the 
widespread political differences of men there is a unity 
of feeling with reference to the support of this great arm 
of the public service.” He pointed out that the amount 
appropriated, $26,425,800, was $1,201,175 less than the 
estimates, and $371,500 less than last year’s bill. 

The first amendment was proposed by Mr. Drsrett, 
of Tennessee, to reduce the number of majors in the 
Pay Department from 50 to 25. Messrs. Diprext and 
Sparks favored this amendment, on the ground that 26 
majors could do the work. Messrs. Hawiey and 
Ware opposed it; and Mr. Disrett declared that every 
paymaster had ‘‘a clerk, a horse, fodder, fuel, and other 
things,” Mr. Hawiey remarked, ‘‘Oh pshaw!” Mr. 
Crymer said that military men who understood the 
matter had fixed the present number. Mr. Drprexy 
answered that the Army reorganization bill proposed to 
cut the majors down to 25, and that the bill was sup- 
ported by some now opposing this amendment. Mr. 
Browne said he thought there were about five majors 
too many in the Pay Department, but that twenty-five 
ought not to be simply lopped off and dropped in an 
Appropriation bill. Mr. Hazziton said, ‘‘I want no 
fancy paymasters in the Army,” and he held that 
‘* twenty can do the work;” but for all that he would 
only strike off those who had never served in the field, 
as volunteers or regulars, but had had political appoint- 
ments from civil life. Mr. Hazextron also offered to 
bet $100 that his colleague (Humpureys, of Wisconsin, ) 
could pay off tne whole Army in 20 days, at which re- 
mark there was laughter. Messrs. Marsn and Cannon 
then argued that this was not the right bill to use for 
slashing out, without compunction, parts of the Army. 
Mr. Tatsott accordingly moved this amendment to 
Mr. Drpre1t’s amendment : 

And that all paymasters not appointed from the 
Regular Army mustered out of the service shall receive 
one year’s full pay in addition to the amount due them 
wken mustered out. 

But Mr. Crymer made the point that this amend- 
ment was out of order, because it provided for an in- 
crease, and not a reduction of expenses—and the Chair 
so ruled. Then Mr. Drere.t’s amendment was re- 
jected, 72 to 82. 

The next snag struck related to the surgeons. Mr. 
Sparks, instructed by the Military Committee, offered 
this amendment: 

Contract surgeons shall not be employed until all 
commissioned surgeors shall have been assigned to duty, 
and then only upon the request of the commanding 
officer, approved of by the General of the Army. 

Mr. Hawtey thereupon said: ‘‘I will suppose the 
case of a detachment of one hundred troops five hundred 
miles away from any proper surgeon in the Army, but 
near some frontier settlement where there is a civilian 
surgeon or physican. They have a skirmish with the 
Indians and ten, twenty, or thirty of the men are 
wounded. The best thing the officer in command can 
do is to employ the contract surgeon; and I do not see 
that he should be required to wait until he can inquire 
of the Surgeon-General of the Army, at Washington, 
whether all the regular surgeons have been assigned to 
duty or net. If there happened to be one of them gone 
off on a wedding trip, these wounded men would have 
to wait until he came back before he could hire a con. 
tract surgeon.” Mr. Sparks, however, advocated the 
amendment as an economy that was perfectly prac- 
ticable. Mr. Browne then submitted this amendment 
to the amendment : 

But this shall not be so construed to require the 
appointment to duty with troops the commissioned sur- 
geons who are now or may hereafter be put up in charge 
Of the national soldiers’ homes, or those detailed to pre- 
pare the Medical and Surgical History of the War of 
the Rebellion, or those who may be detailed upon ex- 
amining boards. 

Mr. Crymer observed that he had just received a 
letter from Surgeon-General Barnes on this very point, 
and would have it read. After giving the organization 
of the medical staff, from his letter of June 1, 1878, 
and showing the requirements of the Army for the last 
year, he said: ‘‘ Were such a resolution as that now 
under consideration, in regard to contract surgeons and 
the detail of medical officers adopted, it would at once 
stop all work on the Medical and Surgical History of 
the War, as well as all other publications of this office 
now in progress: dissolve the Army medical examining 
board, and relieve from responsible and delicate duties 
officers selected with special reference to their qualifica- 
tions. . . . The statutes require the examination of 
candidates for appointment as assistant surgeons and of 
assistant surgeons for promotion by a medical board; 
yet such a resolution will prevent compliance with the 
statute. The number of contract surgeons in service at 
this time is 119, of whom 97 are on duty west of the 
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Mississippi River. The average amount required for 
the pay of contract surgeons during the current fiscal 
year has been $11,751 per month.” 

A rattling debate then ensued on these figures, and 
Mr. Drsrext asked Mr. Upson if he did not know that 
not a single medical officer accompanied Gen. Grppon’s 
expedition against the Indians. Finally, Mr. Browne's 
amendment to the amendment was agreed to; and then 
Mr. Upson offered this additional amendment to the 
amendment : 

Contract surgeons shall not be employed until all com- 
missioned surgeons not on sick leave or incapacitated 
for duty shall have been assigned to duty, and then only 
upon the requisition of the commanding officers, 
approved of by the General of the Army. 

But that was rejected. The debate then went on 
upon the main amendment. Mr. McCoox made a 
spirited protest against the hacking away at the Army 
on all occasions. Mr. Braae said that the proposition 
is not to reduce the number of surgeons, but to make 
the number of surgeons who receive pay from the 
Government do their work ; that they shall not be merely 
ornamental appendages of the Surgeon-General’s De- 
partment, drawing pay at the rate of $2,500 a year, 
while we hire civilians at $1,200 to do their work. The 
proposition is simply that the regular surgeons of the 
Army must be assigned to duty, and then such vacancies 
a3 may arise through the necessities of the service shal) 
be supplied by contract surgeons. Mr. Wuire then 
said: ‘‘1 have no reflections to make on anybody; I 
have no reflections to make on any officer of the Medical 
Department of the United States Army; but I protest, 
sir, that he is not a friend of the United States Army 
who fails to characterize as they should be characteriz2d 
practices which obtain of drawing horses and forage for 
them by officers for the benefit of their own fa:nilies 
when they are themselves carrying on their private prac- 
tice as physicians. I do not like to say these things ; 
but these facts are upon the records of investiga. 
ting committees of this House—upon the recorils of the 
Military Committee for the last two years; and they 
admonish me it is necessary to do something, if possi- 
ble, to correct these abuses.” 

The debate then grew hot, and shortly after Mr. 
Hawtey said: ‘*There have been slurs, or rather I 
might say there have been insinuations, against the 
Surgeon-General. I venture to say that he isa man 
who descrves the respect of this House and of the 
country by reasons of his qualifications as a medical 
officer and his character asaman. From all that ap- 
pears before us the Surgeon-General has wisely exer- 
cised all the duties of his department in every respect. 
There seems to be nothing but general declamation here 
against him. We have here his figures showing that he 
has 130 medical officers, and that there are demands 
upon him for 257. My impression is that the statute 
does not allow him to fill up the medical staff beyond a 
certain number cf officers, and he is obliged beyond 
that number to employ outside surgeons.” Mr. Drsrer. 
then declared that ‘‘ the testimony shows that the Sur- 
geon-General of the Army receives a salary of $5,500 a 
year and forage for four horses, his private horses ; that 
his son drives one of them and is a practising physician 
in this city, and a contract surgeon in the bargain. Now 
does that look nice in the Surgeon-General of the Army, 
the man who has the control of all these surgeons ?” 
Other gentlemen spoke on the bill, and then Mr. 
SPaRKs’s amendment was carried by 67 to 50. But 
that revealed the absence of a quorum, and so the bill 
went over to the next day. 

The following day, April 7, the vote was again taken, 
and Mr. Drpretu’s amendment seemed to be carried by 
82 ayes against 78 noes. A dispute then arose as to the 
correctness of the count, and it was yet again taken, 
resulting in the defeat of the amendment, 88 to 97. Mr. 
Sparks thereupon fell into a quarrel with Mr. Cirmezr, 
in the course of which he said: ‘‘Does the gentleman 
insinuate, etc. If he does, he lies.” This occasioned 
another debate, during which Mr. Sparks made a hy- 
pothetical apology, which Mr. Cymer received in good 

art. 

A The next point was a proposed amendment of Mr. 
Ryan, allowing acting assistant surgeons who have 
served five years or more, as such, a month’s leave for 
each year, to be employed in attending medical lectures 
with a view to examination by the Army medical board, 
on passing which creditably they should be commis- 
sioned assistant surgeons. This was ruled out of order 
as providing an increase. 

Mr. Upson next proposed to strike out the following 
provisos under the subsistence appropriation : 


Provided further, That commutation, in licu of ra- 
tions in kind, shall be paid to enlisted men only, under 
regulations made by the Secretary of War, and at not 
exceeding the following rates per diem, and under the 
following circumstances: Seventy-five cents when trav- 
eling enter orders, and it is impracticable to cook their 





rations or carry cooked rations ; seventy-five cents when: 
stationed where it is impractible to draw rations.in kind. 
from the Subsistence nt, or where there may 
be no opportunity of messing; and twenty-five cents 
while on furlough by competent authority. 

During the debate, it was said by Mr. Cryer that 
the proviso in question was recommerded by General 
MaorggeLy. Mr. Carman said that ‘‘the Commissary- 
General did make a recommendation in favor of this 
reduction, but he coupled’with it a recommendation 
that fifty enlisted men who received only seventy-five 
cents a day as commutation should have that amount 
increased to a dollar a day. In other words, under that 
recommendation, he would cut off three hundred and 
fifty-two men who are getting a dollar a day for com- 
mutation of rations in order to raise fifty men from sev- 
enty-five cents to $1.” Letters were read from Secre- 
tary Ramsey and Adjutant-General TownsEnp opposing 
the proviso, and recommending that the law should be 
left as it is. Mr. Upson’s motion to strike out the pro- 
viso was then carried, 76 to 38. Mr. Crymer said he 
would have another vote in the House. 

In the Ordnance Department a verbal amendment 
was made, inserting before the word ‘‘dismounting” 
the words ‘‘mounting and.” 

Next came an amendment by Mr. Ware, which was 
agreed to promptly, as follows: 

That upon the application of any college, university, 
or institution of learning, incorporated under the laws 
of any State within the United States, having a 
ity at the same time to educate not less than 150 male 
students, the President may detail an officer of the 
Army on the retired list to act as president, superin- 
tendent, er professor therefor, and such officer may re- 
ceive from the institution to which he may be detailed 
the difference between his retired and full pay, and shall 
not receive any additional pay or allowance the 
United States. 

The bill being thus fully disposed of in Committee of 
the Whole, as it stood, Mr. Spars handed in the fol- 
lowing amendment : 


Szo. 2. That no money appropriated .in this act is 
appropriated or shall be paid for the subsistence, equip- 
ment, transportation, or compensation of portion of 
the Army of the United States to be used as a police 
force to keep the peace at the polls at any clection held 
within any State. 


On this’a purely parliamentary and political debate 
arose which lasted through the two days following, the 
8th and 9th. 


REAR-ADMIRAL THATCHER. 


We have to announce this week the death, on Monday 
afternoon, April 5, of Rear-Admiral Henry Knox Thatcher, 
of the retired list. He was born in Maine, in 1806, and haa 
reached the age of 74. A grandson of Major-General Henry 
Knox, of revolutionary fame, after whom he was’ named, he 
well upheid, during his forty-five years of active service, the 
honor of hisrace. Appointed Midshipman March 4, 1828, he 
was assigned to the frigate United States, Commander Hull, 
in which ship he remained until May, 1827. He was promoted 
to Passed Midshipman March 23, 1829, and served as acting 
Master of the schooner Porpoise and the sloop-of-war Erié, 
belonging to the West India Squadron of Commander J. ‘D. 
Elliott, from 1829 to 1881. He received his cummission as 
Lieutenant February 28, 1833, and served at various stations 
until 1855, when he was made Commander. While com- 
manding thesloop-of-war Constellation, in the Mediterranean, 
in 1863, he was made a Commodore, and ordered home to 
take command of the steam frigate Colorado and a division 
of the Southern blockade. In the attacks on Fort Fisher, he 
took a part, and commanded a portion of Porter's squadron 
in its capture. He subsequently took command of the West 
Gulf Squadron as acting Rear-Admiral, and co-operated with 
Major-General Canby in operations upon the coast of Texas 
and for the capture of Mobile. In the latter, the fleet bom- 
barded the forts, and after the city capitulated, the Con- 
federate naval forces, under Flag Officer Ebenezer Farrand, 
consisting of the iron-clad frigate Nashville, sloop-of-war 
Morgan, the Baltic (an iron-clad ram), the steamer Black 
Warrior, and the rams Tuscaloosa and Hunisville, took 
refuge in the Tombigbee River, north of Mobile Bay, where 
they were subsequently surrendered to Admiral Thatcher. 
In May, 1866, Commodore Thatcher was relieved from the 
Gulf and placed in command of the North Pacific Squadron, 
until August, 1868. He was made Rear-Admiral under date 
of July 25, 1866. He was retired in 1868, and was Port 
Admiral at Portsmouth from 1869 to 1871. His death 
occurred at Boston. The cause of Rear-Admiral Thatcher's 
death was a disease of the kidneys, aggravated by his ad- 
vanced age (he would have been 74 years old on the 26th of 
May). After being put on the retired list he lived at Win- 
chester, Mass., passing the summer, however, at Nahant. 
He succeeded his grandfather as a member of the Masea- 
chusetts Society of the Cincinnati, and was ite president. —- 
He was born at the seat of his maternal ancestor, General 
Knox, of whose reputation he was very proud, and he never 
tired of dwelling vpon his exploits. The Admiral was 
eccentric in some ways, and amusing stories are told of his 
peculiarities, but he was a man of the highest sense of honor 
and, duty dnd brave to a fault. He leaves a wife but ne 
children. In a General Order dated ‘‘ Navy Department, 
Washington, April 6, 1880,” the Secretary of the Navy gives 
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expression to the official appreciation of the deceased officer's 
services as follows : 

“The Secretary of the Navy announces with regret to the 

Navy and the Marine Corps the death, at Boston, on the 5th 
April, of Rear-Admiral Henry Knox Thatcher, after an 
honorable and meritorious service of fifty-seven years in the 
Navy. 
- “ Rear-Admiral Thatcher was born in Maine, May 26, 1806, 
entered the Navy as Midshipman March 4, 1823, reached the 
grade of Commodore July 16, 1862, and was made Rear- 
Admiral under the act of July 25, 1866, which authorized the 
selections for that grade of officers who had rendered the 
most efficient and faithful service during the recent war, and 
who possessed the highest professional qualifications and 
attainments. 

“His most prominent service was in the North Atlantic 
and West Gulf Blockading Squadrons. As commander of 
the 2d division of the former, and of the Colorado, he parti- 
ipated in the first attack on Fort Fisher, December 24 and 
25, 1864, and in the second attack, which resulted in its 
capture, January 13, 1865. 

‘As commanding officer of the West Gulf Blockading 
Squadron, under an appointment as Acting Rear-Admiral, he 
successfully co-operated with Maj.-Gen. Canby in the capture 
of Mobile. April 8, 1865, Fort Alexis and Spanish Fort were 
captured, and on the 10th Forts Huger and Tracy, which 
opened the way to the subsequent capture of Mobile, April 
14, 1865. 

“The Secretary of the Navy, in acknowledging the reports 
of these operations, extended to Acting Rear-Admiral 
Thatcher, and those under his command, and to Maj.-Gen. 
Canby, the congratulations of the Navy Department for this 
victory, which placed in our possession, with but one excep- 
tion, ‘all the chief points on the southern coasts, and bid fair 
to be the closing naval contest of the Rebellion.’ 

“On the 4th of July, 1865, a surrender was made to Acting 
Rear-Admiral Thatcher of the Confederate naval forces 
serving in the waters of the State of Alabama. Soon after 
this the remaining points on the coast of Texas were sur- 
rendered, which put an end to naval conflict in that quarter. 

“‘ Rear-Admiral Thatcher was appointed to command the 
North Pacific Squadron June 22, 1866, and while so serving 
reached the age of 62 years, May 26, 1868, and in accordance 
with law was placed on the retired list. 

“In respect to his memory it is hereby ordered that, on 
the day after the receipt hereof, the flags of the Navy-yards 
and Stations, and vessels in commission, be displayed at 
half mast, from sunrise to sunset, and thirteen minute guns 
be fired at noon from the Navy-yards and Stations, flagships 
and vessels acting singly. 

‘R. W. Tuompson, Secretary of the Navy.” 





Tne event of the;wee< has been the revolution in the 
Rritish government occasioned by the new Parlimentary 
elections, which carry Beaconsfield and the Conserva- 
tives out of power, and bring Gladstone and the Liberals 
in. This event will have an influence on military oper- 
ations in Afghanistan and at the Cape, and on diplomatic 
movements in the Levant. We notice that plenty of 
military men are elected for the new Parliament. The 
N. Y. World, speaking of this point, says: ‘‘In the 
United States an overwhelming majority of our legisla- 
tors are lawyers. In the House of Commons the mili- 
tary men have the lead. No fewer than 193 members 
of the.last House had served or were serving in the 
army, navy, or volunteers, the figures being 19 army 
officers and 84 on the retired list; for the navy, 8, and 
2 retired; for the yeomanry, 62, and 2 retired; for the 
volunteers, 45, and 7 retired.” Ours, in fact, is the 
only civilized country where officers of the Regular 
Army and Navy never look forward to a Governmental 
career. In our country there ought to be a system of 
putting retired officers into Governmental positions. An 
officer whose age or wounds unfit him for active field 
service amongst the snows of Montana or the heats of 
Texas, ought not therefore to be laid on the shelf in 
idleness. He is still under the pay of the Government, 
and his ripe judgment and experience, with his tried 
integrity, would be invaluable to the country in legisla- 
tive as well as executive positions. This country has 
not yet exhausted all the possibilities of improvement 
in the art of government, and the civil service reform 
omits one of its most valuable aids and appliances when 
it counts out the splendid material at its command in the 
Army and the Navy. We predict that the day will 
come when-the change we suggest will be made. And 
we may also add that, if it were made, the scheme of 
compulsory retirement would then lose much of its ap- 
parent hardship, for retired officers would not be put 
aside as useless, but would really enter on a broader 
career, and one in which the ripened experience of a 
lifetime could be made available for the public service. 








In his letter of March 18, 1880, to the Secretary of 
War concerning the legislation to discontinue the geo- 
graphical surveys west of the 100 meridian, under the 
War Department, Gen. Wright, Chief of Engineers, 
says: ‘‘The value of the War Department survey, 
which has been continued for so many years, is shown 
by the great demand for maps of the territory west of 
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the Mississippi River. -Most of the geographical and 
topographical knowledge of that territory has been ob- 
tained through the surveys nnd explorations of officers 
under the War Department, and the only available maps 
of that extended area are largely based on knowledge 
thus secured. Reliable topographical maps are abso- 
lutely required by the War Department, being indis- 
pensable in the movement of troops, the establishment 
of posts for controlling the Indian tribes and protecting 
settlers. Surveys for such maps have been made under 
the direction of the War Department since the time of 
the earliest explorations west of the Mississippi River, 

and have been executed in so satisfactory a manner and 
with such marked economy that it seems unwise to make 
any change in the general plans and methods hitherto 
adopted or in the department by which they have been 
controlled. The service of young officers of the Army, 

in connection with topographical surveys, is of primary 
importance in fitting them for the duties of Army en- 
gineers in military operations, and it is for this reason, 

amongst others, that topographical surveys in England, 

France, Spain, Prussia, Austria, Russia, Italy, 

and Switzerland have been confided to the War Depart- 
ment, or have been executed by military engineers.” 








An English correspondent, writing us in regard to 
the double-loading experiments with the Palliser gun, an 
account of which was published in the London Times, 
and republished in last week’s issue of the Journat, 
says: ‘‘ You will no doubt see many arguments to ex- 
plain away the result, but the best one would be to fire 
a 4} ton 7-in. steel lined gun in exactly the same manner. 
The Woolwich 38-ton gun burst is most disgraceful, and 
there is no getting over this late trial. The battle may 
be prolonged, but if Sir William Palliser is elected for 
Taunton at the next general election, now very near at 
hand, the Palliser system of loose coiled, wrought iron 
barrelsin casings, in a state of repose, will be brought face 
to face with the brittle, (in case of accidents) dangerous 
Woolwich system. Our military papers don’t know 
what to say to the Wednesday affair; the Broad Arrow 
is silent; he Army and Navy Gazette will think it 
over; the United Service Gazette gives the Times’ ac- 
count. There is an excellent account in the Hngineer. 
The Standard, the Woolwich organ, is as silent as the 
grave. When it wakes I will send you its growl.” 








Tue bill providing for the retirement, after a specified 
service, of meritorious non-commissioned officers, re- 
ceived a knock-down blow in the Senate, April 5, from 
Mr. Saulsbury, of Delaware. He said, when the bill 
was up for discussion, he had due respect for the sol- 
diery, but he thought they were already sufficiently 
honored and provided for. ‘‘In this city of statues and 
monuments all had been erected for soldiers. Money 
could not be raised by subscription here to erect a 
monument to a civilian, no matter how distinguished, 
nor would Congress entertain a proposition to retire on 
a pension public servants who had been faithful ina 
civil capacity. Yet they were civilians as uscful at 
home and in public walks during the war, of as much 
service to the country as any soldier in the field.” Mr. 
Saulsbury said that for these reasons among others he 
should always oppose all increases of the pension lists 
for purposes at all like those contemplated in the pend- 
ing bill. His objection carried the bill over; but it is 
hoped that in the end better sense will prevail, and such 
an important measure to the welfare of the Service not 
be allowed to die a natural death. 








In the Senate, Thursday of last week, Mr. Carpenter 
introduced a resolution to appoint a committee of three 
to investigate the Soldiers’ Home at Washington. There 
can be no objection to any investigation into the affairs 
of the Home for the soldiers of the Regular Army, 
which was started through the efforts of General Scott; 
but we suggest to Mr. Carpenter that any request that 
he might have made to the managers of the Home would 
have been complied with cheerfully, and the little slur 
which has been cast upon them by his resolution is 
entirely uncalled for. 








A CORRESPONDENT—an experienced company com- 
mander—writes us on the much debated subject of com- 
pany laundresses. He says ‘‘the majority of our 
company commanders do not want laundresses saddled 
on them by law. There is no difficulty in the world in 
finding women at every military post to do all the wash- 
ing, both of officers and men.” As a general rule com- 
pany commanders like to have as few impedimenta as 
possible, and the practical, not the sentimental side of 
the question is the one to look at. 
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Army after thirty years’ service, the N. Y. Times says: 


‘* tis essentially a just one, siace thirty years of faith- 
ful service in an important and not overpaid office in 
the Army constitutes a fair claim to a moderate pension. 
‘The burden of such pensions upon the Treasury in the 
case of the non-commissioned officers: of our little Army 
would not be very heavy. The Congress could make 
many worse uses of the public money than that pro, 
vided in this bill.” 








‘¢ Tue First Cruise of the Montauk” is the first num- 
ber of the second series cf ‘‘ Personal Narratives of 
Events in the War of the Rebellion,” published by the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Historical Society of Rhode 
Island. The narratives are from papers read before the 
Society. The perusal of the Montauk’s cruise brings 
back vividly the stirring events of 1863, and the gallant 
exploits of our Navy in Southern waters.

THE SERVICES IN CONGRESS. 


Tue principal interest in the proceedings of Congress 
for the week centres in the Army Appropriation bill, and 
the bill to retire non-commissioned officers, which we 
report elsewhere. Aside from these debates, the pro- 
ceedings have been of but little interest. 

The Senate has passed the bill, 5. 1205, to enable the 
Secretary of War to acquire for the U. 8. the title of 
Fort Stockton, Texas. 

A resolution was introduced in the Senate April 1 : 

Resolved, That a committee of three, to be appointed by the 
Chair, be raised to examine into the condition, management, and 
discipline of the Soldiers’ Home in the District of Columbia, and 
whether any legislation is needed upon the subject, and to ascer- 

and report to the Senate what amount of money the said Sol- 
diers’ Home has received, when and from what sources received; 
what amount of money and for what purposes it has been dis- 
bursed, and the amount of money it now has, and where the same 
is kept and whether any part thereof is invested, and bow inveat- 
ed. That said committee have power to send for persons and pa- 
pers, administer oaths, and employ a stenographic writer to tuke 
down the evidence to be reported to the Senate. 

8. 1319, authorizing the Secretary of War to expend 
the profits growing out of the manufacture of articles at 
Leavenworth Military Prison for the improvement of 
facilities for manufacture of said prisou was passed 
April 1; also, 5. 841, making an appropriation for the 
base and pedestal of a monument to the late Rear Ad- 
miral 8. F. Du Pont,jU. 5. Navy. 

A resolution has been adopted in the Senate directing 
the Secretary of the Navy to furnish it a copy of the 
proceedings of the court-martial of Captain Somerville 
Nicholson, U. 8. Navy, in 1874. The report of the 
Senate Committee, reconimending the restoration of 
Captain Nicholson to the active list as commodore is a 
document of 74 pages. It presents a variety of evid- 
ence to show that he is an officer of correct habits as 
well as of high character and professional ability, the 
contrary impression as to his habits having arisen from 
the single unfortunate occurrence for which he was 
tried in 1874. They hold that the action of the board 
in his case was ‘irregular and in plain violation ot the 
rules and regulations of the naval service.” 

The Senate Military Cominittee has reported ad- 
versely on Senate bill 192, introduced by Mr. Piumb a 
year ago, authorizing the President to nominate and pro- 
mote Colonels Langdon C. Easton and Stewart Van 
Vliet, assistant quartermasters general, to be colonels 
and assistant quartermasters-general, to date from July 
28, 1866; and Lieutenant-Colonels Asher R. Eddy, 
Rufus Saxton, Judson D. Bingham, Alexander J. 
Perry, and Henry C. Hodges, deputy quartermasters- 
general, to be lieutenant-colonels and deputy quarter- 
masters-general, to date from July 29, 1866: Provided, 
That no officer in said department shall, by this act, be 
reduced from his present rank, nor shall any additional 
pay or allowance be made to any oflicers by virtue of 
this act. Senators Burnside and Maxey presented a 
minority report. 

The bill for the relief of Capt. J. F. Weston, C. 8., 
has also been reported adversely. 

Mr. Scales, from the Committee on the Militia, re- 
ported, as a substitute for House bills Nos. 4979, 992, 
and 4889, to reorganize, etc., the militia of the United 
States, a bill (H. R. No. 5638) to reorganize and dis- 
cipline the militia of the United States, which we give 
under our militia heading. 

A letter was received from the Secretary of War, re- 
commending an appropriation of $100,000 for a new 
post at the junction of the Gunnison and Grand Rivers, 
which in the opinion of Gen. Sherman will enable the 
Army to enforce peace in Western Colorado and open 
up the country to settlement. 

The following bills have been reported from Commit- 
tees of the Senate: 

Reported without Amendment.—S. 254, for the relief 
of Herman Biggs, permitting his name to be placed on 
the retired list with the rank of lieutenant-colonel, the 
rank he held when he received the wound which dis- 
ables him. 

teported with Amendment.—S. 181, for the relief of 
John W. Chickering, late 1st lieutenant of cavalry; S. 
965, for the relief of D. T. Kirby, as follows: 

That the provisions of law regulating appointments in 
the Army by promotion in the line are hereby suspended for 
the purposes of this act, and only so far as they affect D. T. 
Kirby; and the President can, if he so desires, in the exer- 
cise of his own discretion and judgment, nominate and, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint said 
D. T. Kirby, late a captain, to the same regiment, with the 
rank of captain, in any vacancy occurring in the grade of cap- 
tain in said regiment : Provided, however, that no pay, com- 
pensation, or allowance whatever shall ever be given to said 
Kirby for the time between the dismissal of the said Kirby 
and the date of appointment hereunder: And provided fur- 
ther, that the acceptance of any benefit under this act by the 














said Kirby shall be taken and construed to be by his election 
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discharge to his acceptance of a co:nmission, if one be grant- 
ed him under the provisions of this act. 

The Senate Committee in their report bring a charge 
of irregularity against the proceedings of the Court based 
upon the fact that in spite of the objections of° the ac- 
cused they persisted in entertaining a challenge by the 
J. A. of the President of the Court on the ground of 
partiality to the accused. On the ground of this irreg- 
ularity and on the further ground of his exceptionally 
good war record, they recommend Kirby’s restoration 
to the Service. He was at the time he was cashiered, 
Oct. 1, 1868, captain 39th Infantry, and brevet lieuten- 
ant-Colonel U. 8. Army. As the 89th Regiment has 
ceased to exist, it does not appear how Kirby is to be 
appointed to the same regiment unless it held to mean 
the 25th, into which the 39th and 40th Infantry were 
consolidated in 1869, 

The bill, 5. 390, to restore Dunbar R. Ransom, late 
captain 3d U. 8. Artillery, to his former rank, was re- 
ported by the Senate Military Committee, March 30, to 
read the same as the amended bill in the case of Kirby. 

The bill restoring Walker A. Newton, late 2d lieuten- 
ant 34th and 13th Infantry, was March 16th reported so 
amended as to give him no back pay or allowance. The 
Committee [held that the charges against Newton of 
selling his pay account twice are not suitained by the 
evidence. The Secretary of War reports that the order 
dismissing him as a deserter was issued under a misap- 
prehension. 

The bill ‘‘for the relief of John W. Chickering,” 8. 
131, introduced March 24, 1879, was reported by the 
Military Committee, March 31, 1880, and amended to 
agree with the amended bills in the cases of Kirby and 
Ransom. They held that if Chickering was on duty at 
all when he was charged with intoxication, he was only 
technically so. 

A bill (8S. 1602), to restore George A. Stevens to his 
relative rank in the Navy of the United States, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

The House has passed the bill, H. R. 5161, for the 
removal of the Apache Indians at Cimarron, New Mex- 
ico, to the Mescalero Apache reservation at Fort Stan- 
ton, New Mexico. 

April ist, the Committee on Printing reported ad- 
versely upon the resolution of May 23d, 1879, in regard 
to proceedings of the commission which investigated 
the operations of General D. C. Buell in 1862. The full 
text of the resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That of the revised record prepared by Ben. 
Pitman from his original stenographic notes as recorder of the 
inilitary commission, under a resolution of the Houee of Repre- 
sentatives of the Forty.second Congress, and now on file in the 
oftice of the Clerk, to replace the missing proceedings of the com- 
mission which investigated a portion of the military operations of 
Major-General Don Carlos Buell in the summer and fall of 1862, 
together with the opinion rendered by the commission, the map 
of the field of operations, General Buell’s statement in review of 
the evidence, and his letter to the Adjutant-General of the Army, 
dated Apr.| 10, 1864, relative to the opinion of the commission, be

A resolution calling upon the Secretary of War to re- 
port the condition of, and means of approach to, the 
the military cemeteries at Vicksburgh, Mississippi; Ar- 
lington, Virginia; Fort Scott, Kansas, with such rec- 
ommendations and estimates as he may deem judicious, 
has been introduced in the House, and referred to the 
Military Committee. 

Mr. Whitthorne, of the House Naval Committee, has 
reported as a substitute for House bill 1439 a bill (H. 
R. 5627) to amend section 1484, Rev. Stat., in order 
to preserve the meaning of the original law from which 
it was taken with reference to the rank of engineer of- 
ficers graduates of the Naval Academy. Inserting after 
the word ‘‘service” in lines five and six the words, 
** Provided, That nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to give to any officer of the staff corps 
precedence of, or a higher relative rank than that 
of, another staff officer in the same grade and corps, 
and whose commission in such grade and corps ante- 
dates that of such officer.” 

The Naval Committee hss reported a bill, H. R. 
5628, as a substitute for H. R. 3281 relating to machin- 
ists in the Navy. It gives those with continuous service 
certificates now in the Navy or discharged since Nov. 
20, 1879, one-third of a year’s pay for each good con- 
duct badge, not to exceed three in all; this to be in lieu 
of re-enlistment adn claims for extra pay. 

The following bills have been reported from Commit- 
tees of the House : 

Reported Favorably.—H. R. 2947, for the relicf of C. 
C. Clark, late paymaster of the Army; H. R. 1023, 
appropriating $30,000 for the erection of a naval wharf 
at Key West, Florida; H. R. 4216, to abolish the Fort 
Abercrombie Military Reservation. 

H. R. 2497, introduced Dec. 4, 1879, as reported 
amended March 31, allows Paymaster Cyrus C. Clark, 
U. 8. Army, a credit of $15,979.87 ‘‘ for money lost by 
him without fault or neglect on his part, as decided 
heretofore by the Court of Claims.” 

Reported with Amendments.—H. RR. 165, transfer- 
ring a part of Bedloe’s Island, New York Harbor, for 
marine hospital service ; H. R. 4842, to reinstate R. W. 
Barkley as cadet-midshipman at the Naval "Academy, 
requiring his reappointment by his Member of Congress; 
H. R. 4477, to regulate the mode of purchasing to- 
bacco for the U. S. Navy. 

Reported Adversely.—H. R. 726, authorizing the 
President to appoint John Dolan a 2d Lieutenant in the 
Army; H. R. 3310, to amend section 1517 Rev. Stat. 
in relation to admission into the Naval Academy; H. 
R. 3009, granting sea pay to volunteer officers of the 
Navy mustered out under act of Feb. 15, 1879. (The 





Senate has favorably reported a corresponding bill, 
with an amendment, appropriating the money. ) 

The following bills, etc., have been introduced in the 
House and referred to committees : 


To the Military Committee.--H. R. 5592, by Mr. Up- 
ton, to enable the Secretary of War to acquire for the 
United States the title to the site of Fort Stockton, 
Texas; H. R. 5606, by Mr. Singleton, to authorize the 


United States to secure the title to certain military and 
timber reservations, 

To the Naval Commitiee.—H. R. 5558, by Mr. Gib- 
son, to establish a navy-yard and depot of supplies on 
the Mississippi River at Algiers, or at some point ke 
tween Algiers and Port Eads. (‘This bill is the same as 
H. R. 5279, published in the Journat of March 27.) 

To the Committee on Invalid Pensions.—H. R. 5506, 
by Mr. Downey, to place on the pension rolls the names 
of Frederick Nelson, T. Caine, and R. Sanders, late 
employees of the Quartermaster’s Department, U. 8. 
Army, who were severely wounded and disabled for 
life, while with Major Thornburgh’s expedition against 
the Ute Indians, in the engagement of Sept. 29, 1879, 
the rate of pension to be $30 a month. 

H. R. 261 provides for printing 100,000 copies of the 
‘*Medical and Surgical History of the War” for sale, 
and 4,000 for Congress. 

The Committee on Appropriations in their report on 
the Army Appropriation bill for next fiscal year say 
that, ‘‘After careful and deliberate study and a full in- 
quiry of the various officers of the War Department, 
who have all been tefore them, they have concluded 
that these estimates may be reduced in the aggregate 
$1,201,675, leaving the sum of $26,425,800, which is 
recommended in this bill, and which is $371,500 less 
than the amount appropriated by the law of similar 
character providing for the current fiscal year.” 

The Committee of the House of Representatives on 
Revolutionary Pensions in a report on H. R. 39 con- 
struing act of Congress approved March 9, 1878, so as 
to entitle widows of the soldiers of the war of 1812 toa 
pension, notwithstanding a second marriage, provided 
they were widows at the date of said act or at the time 
of application, say: ‘*‘On general principles we are op- 
posed to all bills and resolutions of this character, which 
tend to enlarge and increase the pension list by the ad- 
dition of a class such as is proposed by this resolution. 
A pension is granted to the widow of a soldier on the 
ground that she has, by the death or maiming of her 
husband, been deprived of the means of support that he 
would otherwise have provided for her. Now, if she 
marries again, she is placed in the position she was in 
before any pension was granted, and her second hus- 
band should be able to provide a home and support for 
her. She certainly ceases to be the widow of a soldier 
in the sense of being entitled to a pension.” 

On the bill (H. R. 496) looking to granting the widow 
of Captain C. M. Haile, 14th U. S. Infantry, who died 
September 10, 1849, of disease contracted in the line of 
duty in the Mexican war, pension from date of death 
instead of May 11, 1876, the Committee on Invalid 
Pension recommend the passage of the bill ‘‘in view of 
the fact that the precedent has been established and ar- 
rearages allowed to soldiers of the Mexican war or their 
widows.”, 

The bill in relation to the Japanese indemnity fund, 
H. R. 1353, was March 31 reported, with this proviso 
added to it: ‘‘ Provided, however, that all claims 
against this fund which may now be pending before the 
Department of State shall be determined within six 
months from the date of the passage of this act; and if 
such claims, or any of them, shall be found to be just 
and equitable, then the sum or sums which may 
be awarded in such finding shall be first paid from the 
said remainder of the fund.” The bill gives $125,000 
to the officers and crew of the Wyoming. 

TEXT OF BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

8. 74, introduced March 21, 1879 (referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs, and reported with amendment March 
30, 1880). Be it enacted, etc., that the Secretary of War is 
authorized to ascertain the value of the property lost by 1st 
Lieutenant Frank P. Gross, U. 8. A., by the burning of his 
quarters at Fort Clark, Texas, on or about April 19, 1869, 
and the amount so ascertained is hereby appropriated for 
that purpose : Provided, That no allowance be made for any 
property except what was useful, necessary, and proper for 
pan an officer whilst in quarters, engaged in the public ser- 
vice, or exceediag in amount the sum of $2,000. 

8. 744, reported March 31, as follows: To amend article 
103 of the Rules and Articles of War.: Be it enacted, etc., that 
the 103d of the Rules and Articles of War be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by adding thereto the following words : 
No person shall be tried or — by a court-martial for 
desertion committed more than two years before the arraign- 
ment of such person for such offence, unless he may mean- 
while have absented himself from the United States, in which 
case the time of his absence shall be excluded in computing 
the period of the limitation: Provided, That said limitation 
shall not begin until the end of the term for which said per- 
son enlisted. 

§. 1550, March 30 (referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs). Be it enacted, etc., That section 4820 of the Rev. 
State is amended so that the section will read: ‘Sec. 4820. 
The fact that one to whom a pension has been granted for 
wounds or disability received in the military service has not 
contributed to the funds of the Soldiers’ Home shall not pre- 
clude him from admission thereto. But all pensioners shall 
surrender their pensions to the Soldiers’ Home during the 
time they remain therein and voluntarily receive its benefits.” 

H. R. 4895, reported March 31, 1880, amended as follows : 
A bill to regulate the method of purchasing tobacco for the 
useof the Army. Be it enacted, etc., that the Secretary of 
War be, and he is hereby, directed to cause all contracts for 
tobzcco purchased for the use of the Army of the United 
States to be made in the City of Washington ; and for that 
object he shall annually cause proposals to furnish the Army 
with tobacco for the next year to be invited in New York, 
Baltimore, Saint Louis, Chicago, Quincy, Louisville, Rich- 
mond, Petersburg, Lynchburg, Danville, Durham, and 
Winston. These proposals to be received at the Commissary- 
General’s Office and acted upon by designated officers of the 
Subsistence Department, under the supervision of the Com- 
missary-General. 

H. K. 5337, by Mr. Taylor (referred to Committee on In- 
valid Pensions). Be it enacted, elc., that section 4693 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States be so amended as to 
provide that six months’ service in the Army or Navy of the 
United States shall be conclusive evidence of physical sound- 
ness at enlistment. (Section 4693 specifies the class of per- 
sons entitled to pension disabled, etc., in the line of duty.) 
H. R. 5453, March 29 (referred _to the Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs). For the relief of Herman Biggs. Be it enact- 
ed, etc., that the President be, and hereby is, authorized to

HARBOR AND COAST DEFENCE. 
(ACOORDING TO ‘‘ MERWIN.”) 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Siz: Some of your readers are quite curious to know 
who ‘‘Merwin” is, and why he headed his article in 
your last issue ‘‘ Harbor and Coast Defence.” If you 
will answer these questions you will confer a favor 
on those who believe that neither the ‘ability nor the 
intelligence of the engineers or the artillery ” can place 
any harbor on the coast in a condition to repel a foreign 
iron-clad fleet within the time it would probably take a 
fleet to reach the coast; no, not evenif ‘‘ Merwin” 
were to have full control of the patriotism of the 
pas the artillery and engineers, and the U. 8. Navy . 
besides. * 

Our harbors are in a defenceless condition, as every 
one knows who has taken the least pains to e 
them, nor has anything too exaggerated been said ‘on 
that point. They are as destitute of suitable fortifica- 
tions and guns as they can be, and would offer no more 
resistance to an enemy’s fleet now than did the Con- 
federate harbors of Mobile and of the Mississippi to the 
fleets of Admiral Farragut sixteen years ago. The 
intelligence and ability of the engineers and artillery, 
the encroachments of the Ordnance De ent, and 
the patriotism of the people on which ‘‘ Merwin” lays 
so much stress, are not involved in the subject of 
‘‘Harbor and Coast Defence,” as it is now being dis- 
cussed in the papers. The question before the country 
is a live one, and involves nothing but dollars and cents. 
Can anything be done, or not, to induce Congress to 
make an appropriation, which, invested in guns, torpe- 
does and fortifications to-day, may save us from national 
humiliation and perhaps great pecuniary sacrifices 
hereafter? Are we to listen to, and rely upon, such 
loose talk as ‘‘ Merwin” gives us about what the great 
Yankee nation can do in a tight place ; or are we to rely 
on what we “learn from books” from other 
sources, and assume that the experience of all creation 
is at least as good a guide as ‘‘ Merwin,” with his 
‘instructive and interesting” reminiscences, and his 
generalizations about ‘‘unlimited resources” and ‘‘intelli- 
gence” and ‘‘ability?” All other nations believe that in- 
telligence, ability, and patriotism, as well as the cther 
cardinal virtues, are inherent in themselves, and the 
‘‘Jast ditch” has no more terror for them than for us. 
Probably there is not one among them, who does not 
believe that they can do even more than we can in the 
way of public sacrifices; but yet this dazzling picture 
of future heroism does not blind them to the immediate 
necessity of such preparations as prudence and the 
theory of chances suggest. If they are to die, it will 
Le when armed cap-a-pie and with weapons which will 
enable them to make the best use of their intelligence 
and patriotism in defeating the enemies of their country. 








SreAKine of offensive and defensive submarine war- 
fare, Capt. 8S.

Sec. 12. An abstract of these re urns shall be sent to Congress 
in the annual report of the Secretary of War. 

Se:. 13. The service dress to be prescribed shall be for active 
service, and the »reecribed datics, drills, parades, and ceremonies; 
bat at other times any full drees uniform allowed by the States or 
Territories may he worn. 

Sec. 14. Each State or Territory furnished with arms and eqnuip- 
ments under this act, shall require every organization in its ac- 
tive militia to go into camp of instrnction for at least five con- 
secative days in each , and to assemble for drill and instrac- 
tion pot less than once in each calendar month, and shal! require 
an annnal inspection of its active militia, to be made by an ofticer

1,000, to be shot for by a “team,” or detachments, from the Na- 
tional Gnard of each State and ‘Territory, from each of the three 
divisions of the Army, and from the Navy, to be divided amon 
the three “' teams” standing bighbest in such match, the terms en 
conditions of both matches to be pres ribed by the Secretary of 
War. Transportation is to be furnished. 

Sec. 18 That'npon the Fg ees of any regimental, division, 
or brigade commander of the National Guard of any State or Ter- 
ritory, the Governor thereof may apply to the Secretary of War to 
assign an officer from the active or retired list of the Army to act 
as Adjutant of such regiment or Assistant Adjatant-General or 
Chief of Stoff of such brigade or division. Whenever the public 
interests will admit, the Secretary of War is anthorized to aseign 
euch officer for euch duty, with bis coneent Officers so assigned 
shall be comm'esioned as officers in such National Guard by the 
Governor of euch State or Territory, and shall hold such commis- 
sions during his pleasure. While performing euch duty, they 
shal! give their entire time, or so much thereof as may be neces 
sary to properly perform the duti 8 of their office; shall be subject 
to the rul.# and regulations of such National Guard while so as- 
signed, and shall receive the full pay and emoluments of their 
rank as on detache: service. No assignment shall be made of any 
officer for this duty to the prejudice of the Regular Army, nor un- 
Jess he ehall have 8 en at least three years’ service in the field. 
All such assignments may be revoked at pleasure by the tal 
of War, by giving notice thereof to the Governor of the State. 
Upon receipt of euch notice by the latter, the officer whose assign- 
ment is so revoked shall cease to be an officer in the National 
Gaoard of such State or Territory, and ehall be honorably dis- 
charged therefrom by its Governor.

The command 
was then dismissed and reformed for dress parade. This 
formation was exceedingly well executed, but the manual of 


arms was decided poor, and still more noticeable when the 
battalion was under Col. Schurig.. The support and right 
shoulder arms were very ragged, and gave the spectator the 
idea that this portion of company instruction was completely 
ignored while the ‘‘order” executed at least five times, was 
delivered with a “‘ bang” sufficient to derange the mechan~- 
ism of the pieces, and was not checked by the instructor. 
The drill could not be called a success by even the most in- 
terested friend of the old regiment, and B ag it was through 
no fault of the men. Discipline is lax in the command, while 
the officers do not keep up with the times. The 14th is no 
doubt as good an organization to-day as it was years ago ; 
but the vast strides toward perfection made by its sister 
organizations, the 23d, 47th, and 13th, are not followed. and 
as @ consequence the 14th suffers by comparison. There 
seems to be a lack of vitality in the regiment, which needs the 
immediate attention of or physician. New blood is de- 
manded. War records long service are most honorable, 
but it must not be forgotten that the 14th of 1880 is not the 
regiment which returned from the war crowded with honor 
and glory. True, much of the enthusiasm and pride in the 
tt deeds of the regiment is infused into new recruits, and 

no doubt proudly point to the battles inscribed on the 

es of the armory; still these men cannot live+on past 
honors. They demand the solid food of instruction in drill 
and discipline, and this most natural want, from appearances 
at drill, is denied them. A steady course of officers’ drills is 
needed, during which a proper example in attendance and 
attention should be shown the rank and file. The tactics and 
regulations should bo thoroughly digested and a plan of in- 
struction mapped out. This should be followed by non-com- 
missioned ’ drills in the manual and movements, and 
then a most thorough course of drills in the school of the 
company, each and every officer being called upon to instruct 
the men. Officers who cannot or will not attend these drills 
should be called on to resign, new blood will be infused and 
a new and bright era dawn for ‘‘ Old 14th.” The men will 
have confidence in their officers and all will work for one 
object—improvement.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 
Wasnrneron, April 6, 1880. 


Tus year the Army Appropriation bill was reported 
without any riders attached to it, and it was thought 
that it would occasion little or no discussion, But there 
appears to be trouble brewing. One gentleman wishes 
that no more mouey shall be expended for the payment 
of contract surgeons, another wishes to cut down the 
Pay Department, and some one else wishes that troops 
may be kept away from the polls. There is a prospect 
that amendments to suit the views of the different 
gentlemen will be offered, and we may not escape the 
usual squabbling over the Army bill. 

If the gentleman who wishes to reduce the Pay De- 
—— will look into the history of that department, 

e cannot fail to convince himself that the amount ex- 
pended upon it is a profitable outlay for the Govern- 
ment. Since the first organization of the Paymastet’s 
Department, which began with Robert Brent as Pay- 
master-General, there have been many hundreds of 
millions of dollars disbursed by its officers, and we do 
mot believe that the history of the world can show such 
an expenditure in any branch of any government with 
such a trifling loss by reason of defalcations or acci- 
dental causes. As a general thing our troops have been 
promptly paid in war times as well as in peace, and we 
think that it can be proved that the total expense of the 
Pay Department, including losses of the Government 
funds from all causes, has not exceeded one per cent. of 
the amourt disbursed. This is good and sufficient 
reason for letting the department alone. 

Is there any other public or private corporation that 

show such a disbursement of funds at such a moderate 
cost ? 
* & good deal has been said of late years of paving 
the payments of officers’ salaries and soldiers’ pay made 
by the Quartermaster’s or Commissary Department, or 
by regimental officers. That system was tolcrably well 
tried during the war of 1812, and during that time the 
evst to the Government was by defalcations alone three 
per cent. of the amount disbursed, and nearly one and 
one-half per cent. more for the expenses. During our 
Civil war there were $1,100,000,000 disbursed to pay the 
Army, and the cost at the same rate would have been 
nearly $48,000,000, but the real cost was only $6,000, - 
000, a considerably less than three-fourths of one per 
cent. These figures are taken from official statements, 
carefully prepared, and they are worthy of the attention 
of the gentlemen in Congress. 

Qne gentleman thought he had hit the thing on the 
thegd when he wished to be informed of the number of 
hours per day the paymasters had to work, and the 
number of miles they had to travel in the course of a 
year. He found that one paymaster only travelled some 
‘four or five miles. He did not consider that Oe poy. 
Jnaster had to put in eight hours of office work daily 
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and make a monthly payment to one of the posts near 
Washington. 

The gentleman who is so anxious about the employ- 
ment of contract surgeons, too, should recollect that we 
have some two h and twenty-five military posts 
and arsenals, at which it is absolutely necessary to have 
medical attendance. Many of the posts are so large as 
to require two or three medical officers, and the Medical 
Corps is not sufficiently large to furnish so many offi- 
cers, and to cut off the contract s ns would be to 
leave some posts without any medical attendance what- 


-|ever. Citizens are never hired unless there is a positive 


nevessity for it, as every officer who knows any‘hing of 
the matter can affirm. 

A member of Congress asked why it was necessary 
for so many officers of the Medical Corps to be stationed 
in Washington. Considering the work done here in the 
cause of science by our Army su ns, we think there 
are not more than is necessary. ‘The work performed 
at the Army Medical Museum by the surgeons in charge 
is of untold value, and if the labor were to be per- 
formed by eminent physicians and surgeons of the 
country, hired for the purpose, it would cost the country 
ten times the pay of our Army surgeons, and then we 
would not have the work done so well. 

Let us hope that better counsels will prevail, and that 
for once we will have a session of Congress that will not 
think it necessary to tinker at the much wt Army.

LINEAL PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sir: It is not customary to notice anonymous letters 
or articles; but the one on lineal promotion, in your issue 
of the 3d inst., deserves attention, that some of its 
statements may be corrected and questions answered. 

In the first place, your correspondent speaks of ‘‘ no 
promotion to captain” in the 3d Infantry for eleven 
years. During a large portion of that time ‘‘the im- 
mortal six,” whose names appear at the head of. its first 
lieutenants in 1879, have stood there ‘* waiting and wait- 
ing” for promotion which has failed to come to them, and 
has gone to others, years their juniors, and who have 
seen no more service. Promotion has, at last, struck 
the 5th Infantry, but the officers “still believe in lineal 
promotion,” and hope to live to see it a fixed fact. 

It is time. bea emg promotion has cost Capt. 
M. Carter seventy files in the list -of captains, and over 
$1,900 in difference of pay already, and in the promo- 
tion to majority from captain, at the same rate as during 
the past ten years, it causes him a loss of eleven years. 

Lieut. Mitchell, of the 3d Infantry, if promoted now, 
would have lost ninety-seven files, and nearly $3,000 in 
difference of pay, while his chances of a majority have 
decreased by over fifteen years: and other senior first 
lieutenants suffer in like proportion. 

He makes the insinuation, also, that the 8d and 5th 
Infantry have, till their removal to Montana, had 
** fancy duty,” while they were waiting for promotion. 
What are the facts? 

The writer found the 3d Infantry on the plains in 
1867, and served with them at frontier posts at different 
times till 1871, at which time its headquarters were at 
Fort Wallace, Kansas. During these years it had its 
share in an Indian war, and two seasons of cholera. 
The 5th has been on the frontier since the time when 
‘*the memory of man runneth not to the contrary.” 
Its ‘*fancy duty” has been campaigning on the plains of 
Kansas, Indian Territory, and Texas, summer and 
winter, since it left New Mexico in 1867, and till its last 
company was called in from Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Agency to stay one night at Fort Leavenworth before 
starting for Montang. Your anonymous correspondent 
may call that ‘‘ fancy” duty; those who had it do not. 

Regimental promotion made Andrew 8. Bennett a 
captain in one week less than two years after he entered 
the Regular Army, and over the heads of three hundred 
and twenty-two who were his seniors, and the consoli- 
dation sent him into the 5th Infantry, where nine of the 
first lieutenants had ranked him before his promotion. 
It has allowed the senior first lieutenants of the line to 
have less than ten per cent. of the promotions to cap 
taincies since 1870, (there have been two hundred and 
twenty-two, and of these, twenty only have been by 
seniority), while sixteen have been promoted over from 
one hundred to one hundred and eighty-one each. It is 
without the warrant of law, based only on ‘ regula- 
tions” which can be changed or set aside at the pleasure 
of the President or the War Department. In all the 
laws of Congress, from 1813 to the adoption of the Re- 
vised Statutes, there is no mention of regimental promo- 
tion save once, and it conveys to the mind of the reader 
the impression that there shall be no difference in pro- 
motion from the Lighest to the lowest grade of officer in 
service,

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THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


A Lima despatch of March 25 says: ‘‘ The corvette 
Union forced the blockade of Arica, fighting seven 
hours with two Chilian ironclads and a transport. She 
discharged her entire cargo while fighting, and has re- 
turned to Callao.” 

The Union was undoubtedly sent from Callao with 
arms and ammunition for the Peruvians in the blockaded 
port of Arica, probably under command of Capt. Villa- 
viencio, and has succeeded in her errand despite the 
Chilian blockading vessels. In the seven hours’ engage- 
ment, it is fair to presume that the Union was assisted 
by the monitor Manco-Capac and the fortifications of 
Arica. 

The Chilian expedition against Arica left Pisagua on 
Feb. 24. It consisted of twenty transports carrying 
12,000 men. Directing its course to Ilo, 9,000 men 
were landed without opposition, the Peruvians having 
abandoned the place. <A telegram received on the 
1st stated that the naval attack on Arica was in progress 
and was obstinately met. The Chilian account of the 
naval engagement at Arica on Feb. 27, is as follows: 
On the 27th the Chilian monitor //wascar came near the 
Moro of Arica and was received with a heavy fire from 
the shore forts and the monitor Manco-Capac. The 
Huascar responded at once, as also did the corvette 
Magellanes, which attended and assisted her in the 
blockade of the port. Soon after the fight began the 
Huascar received a shot in the hull. The Chilian ves® 
sels observing that troops were leaving Arica in trains, 
opencd fire on the railroad, and the engagement became 
still more obstinate. While the //wascar was firing on 
the trains the land batteries killed seven and wounded 
nine men on board of the vessel. The Chilian vessels 
then withdrew to their usual anchorage outside, but as 
they noticed the Manco-Capac sallying out toward them, 
the Huascar turned back to mect her, firing when 200 
metres off. The /Huwascar was next about to ram the 
Manco-Capac, but thought better of it on seeing that the 
latter had a torpedo launch with her. While the Huas- 
car was circling about the Manco-Capac and firing upon 
the ‘monitor a shell carried away her mizzen mast and 
killed instantly Captain Manoel M. Thompson, her com- 
mander, one of the finest and most popular officers in 
the Chilian navy, who was second in command of the 
Esmeralda, when she captured the Spanish gunboat 
Covadonga, and who afterwards commanded her. Senor 
Valverde, the second in command, took command of 
the Huascar, and continued the fight another hour. The 
Magellanes meantime kept up a fire upon the town, but 
received three shots inthe hull. The engagement ter- 
minated with the return of the Chilians to their anchor- 
age, and it is clear they were badly repulsed, though 
the telegrams do not say so. Commander Condell, of 
the Magellanes, has taken command of the /[wascar. 
The Peruvian losses are not known.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


New naval breech loading guns are being constructed 
in England after a pattern approaching that of the 
French system. 

Tue absurd practice of making soldiers in troopships 
take their turn at the helm has been stopped by the 
British admiralty, a soldier on a recent voyage having 
been thrown overboard by the wheel in a gale of wind. 


Txe Russian Government has decided to break up 
the two monitors, Sistova and Nicopol, captured on the 
Danube from the Turks in 1877, It has also decided to 
sell the corvettes Pamiat, Mercury, and Liveetsa ; the 
steamers Bratets, Akkerman, Boltoon, Brestovatz, Abla- 
nof, Bagot, Dotchka, Matooshka, and Meteor; the 
schooner Salgeer ; the tenders Boug and Berezan, and 
the steam-barges Zimnitsa and Petroshani. All these 
vessels belong to the Black-Sea Fleet, and most of the 


steamers were employed on the river Danube during the 
latter part of the Turkish war. 

TE London Times says: Whatever may be the rela- 
tive strength of the navies of England and France, or 
of England and any one or more European Powers, the 
subsidiary resources of England for naval warfare and 
maritime protection are incomparable. Mr. Smith ex- 
pressed his confidence that if war were to break out the 
government could within twenty-four hours lay its 
hands on any number of vessels that it might require. 
It- will not be forgotten that Mr. Smith himself practi- 
cally proved the truth of this assertion two years ago, 
when war seemed imminent. He stated to the House of 
Commons that he had ;provided guns, magazines, and 
all the filtings needed for thirty fast merchant stean:- 
ers should it hecome necessary to adapt them for

Tux Cologne Gazette publishes, March 12, an article 
in which it states that various indications prove that 
Russia last summer made overtures at Paris and Rome 
with the object of a combined attack upon Germany 
and Austria. It was this that led to the conclusion of 
the Austro-German alliance. 

Tue competitive practice between the Nordenfeldt 
and Hote guns, by firing at a moving object, is to 
be carried out on the Hecla without delay, and 
orders have been received at Portsmouth for her to 
proceed to sea for the purpose of making these tria's. 

A GgeMay writer has produced an elaborate skit in 
imitation of Colonel Chesney’s famous *‘ Battle of 
Dorking.” In 1880 and 1881 battles are fought be- 
tween Austria and Germany on one side, and Russia on 
the other. The latter is soon joined by France, but in 
the m@antime the war had been carried by the German 
commanders into the Russian territory, and a series of 
severe checks are given to the Russian Power. Soon 
Italy risesagainst Austria. Eventually Russia is forced 
into signing a separate peace; England joins the Ger- 
Se aes France is obliged finally to confirm the 
lossof Alsace-Lorraine, and Italy, having been thoroughly 
pounded, is obliged to cede a great part of the Venetian 
territory. 









j Navy and the coast batteries of France are armed are, 
in the opinion of the Avenir Militaire, fully equal in 
every respect to the most powerful ordnance constructed 
in either England or Germany. The heaviest piece pro- 
vided for the armament of nch men-of-war is a 34- 
centimetre gun, which weighs forty-eight tons, and 
which, the Avenir states, imparts to its projectile an 
energy Only less than that communicated by the English 
100-ton and 80-ton guns and by the 58-ton Krupp gun. 
Eight of these 34-centimetre guns have been alread 
completed, four of them forming the armament of the 
lately launched Amiral Duperri, described in the ARMY 
AnD Navy Journat of last week, while the other four 
are to be placed on board a sister ship of the Duperré, 
which has not yet left the stocks. These guns are con- 
structed entirely of steel—until they were designed the 
whole of the French heavy ordnance was constructed of 
cast-iron, lined and hooped with steel. 

Apropos of the drum v. bugle controversy in France, 
a suggestive anecdote of the campaign of 1859 is related 
by a writer in the Avenir Militaire. On the evening of 
the 8th of June, 1859, the Second French Corps had 
arrived in the neighborhood of the town of Marignan 
too late to eut off, as it had been intended it chould, the 
retreat of! the Austrians along the Lodi road. Finding 
that it had come up too late to accomplish its mission, 
its com had issued orders for the troops to bi- 
vouac for the night. The first company of the Seventy- 
second ment was extended in skirmishing order in 
front of the rest of the regiment, and its commander 
ordered his drummer to beat the ‘‘ assembly.” The Se- 
cond regiment of Zouaves happened to be on the right 
front, and about 200 yards only distant from the skir- 
mishers of the Seventy-second ; and the men of the for- 
mer; hearing the taps on the drum, mistook them for 
the reports of muskets, and at once opened fire in the
